PUNK  PRODUCTION 

In  your  “Eight  Days  A 
Week”  (Vol.  16,  No.  1 3  &  14), 
you  listed  K  &  J  Productions 
"ultra  hardcore  punk  rock 
event”  which  took  place  on 
Friday,  January  29.  First  of 
all  we  would  like  to  com¬ 
mend  you  for  listing  this 
event.  Judging  from  the  large 
number  of  people  at  recent 
concerts,  a  sizable  group  of 
readers  value  your  publica¬ 
tion  of  punk  events  in  your 
calendar.  Your  listing  of  these 
shows  is  likely  to  be  more 
important  yet  to  the  local 
seat-of-the-pants  production 
companies  that  try  to  spon¬ 
sor  these  financially  risky  I 


events,  since  you  reach  a  large 
audience. 

K  &  J  Productions  made 
some  detracting  errors  in 
their  recent  event  at  the  Elite 
Cluj}.  We  feel  that  for  the 
amount  and  tone  (ultra  hard¬ 
core)  of  advertising,  they 
failed  to  fulfill  their  offer. 
They  presented  six  bands, 
primarily  local  ones,  in  which 
Fear  and  Lewd  received  top 
billing.  With  the  other  four 
bands.  Crucifix,  Circle  One, 
Fuck-Ups  and  Domino  The¬ 
ory,  the  line  up  was  simply 
irresistible  to  us  and  many 
others.  K  &  J  Productions  dis¬ 
appointed  us  though,  by 
rushing  the  bands  through 
their  sets.  In  fact,  it  was  over 
in  less  than  four  hours  (9:30- 
1:30)  when  with  that  many 
bands  it  should  have  lasted 
six  to  seven  hours.  Of  course, 
a  large  part  of  the  four  hours 
was  spent  changing  the  many 
bands.  This  resulted  in  every¬ 
one  standing  around  and 
waiting  for  this  high-energy 
event  to  take  off.  We  feel  it 
never  did.  The  bands  were 
not  to  blame;  many  of  them 
were  good.  The  problem  was 
the  result  of  the  short  sets  en¬ 
forced  by  K  &  J  Productions 
scheduling.  Shortly  after  Fear 
finished  their  set,  a  number 
of  K  &  J  workers  began  sweep¬ 
ing  through  the  crowd  telling 
people  to  clear  out.  Appar¬ 
ently,  the  crowd  felt  it  had 
been  short-changed  at  $7  per 
person  since  it  was  not  ready 
to  leave.  In  fact  the  crowd 
was  simply  herded  out  on  to 
Geary  Street.  Many  people 
were  still  pumped  up  and  had 
not  burned  off  the  energy  they 
had  wanted  to  dissipate.  Af¬ 
ter  a  few  incidents  with  pass¬ 
ing  cars,  the  crowd  went 
home;  nearly  an  hour  after 
being  pushed  out  the  door  of 
the  Elite  Club. 

We  are  writing  to  speak  out 
against  K  &  J  Productions 
strategy.  It  did  not  work  and 
we  hope  they  realize  it.  The 


Elite  Club  is  a  very  good  lo¬ 
cation  for  punk  rock  shows 
with  respect  to  noise,  park¬ 
ing,  size  and  acoustics.  We 
would  like  to  see  more  events 
there.  Even  punk  concerts 
are  commercial  ventures  and 
risky  at  that,  but  K  &  J  should 
go  easy  on  the  hyperbole.  The 
January  29  offering  was  “ul¬ 
tra”  in  the  number  of  bands, 
but  in  no  other  way. 

There  is  plenty  of  room  on 
the  local  scene  for  K  &  J  Pro¬ 
ductions  and  if  they  begin 
sponsoring  high  quality  punk 
events,  they  will  soon  have  a 
group  of  loyal  followers.  K  &  J 
could  learn  from  the  many 
successful  productions  spon¬ 
sored  by  RRZ.  All  of  these 
have  drawn  large  crowds. 
We  look  forward  to  numer¬ 
ous  vital  punk  rock  produc¬ 
tions  this  year  and  hope  that 
K  &  J  Productions  sponsors 
better  events  in  the  future.

IRAs  AND  THE  ELDERLY 

We  read  the  article  "Ev¬ 
erything  You  Need  to  Know 
About  IRA/Keogh  Ac¬ 
counts”  by  Brown  and 
Brugmann  (Guardian  2/24/ 
82)  with  interest.  This  article 
was  very  timely  since  we 
recently  decided  to  point 
out  the  inadequacies  of 


Individual  Retirement  Ac¬ 
counts  and  inform  the  pub¬ 
lic  about  these  problems. 
We  wish  to  encourage  your 
readers  to  learn  everything 
about  IRAs  and  we  want 
to  present  additional  in¬ 
formation  to  supplement 
your  article. 

We  agree  with  your  state¬ 
ment  that  IRAs  are  not  for 
everyone.  These  accounts 
benefit  those  who  can  af¬ 
ford  to  make  the  invest¬ 
ment.  According  to  a  De¬ 
partment  of  T reasury  study, 
only  5%  of  those  making 
$20,000  or  below  contri¬ 
bute  to  an  IRA,  while  52% 
of  those  making  above 
$50,000  contribute  to  an 
IRA.  Most  low-  to  middle 
income  people  do  not  have 
money  to  invest—  they  need 
it  to  survive. 

Your  statement  about  the 
instability  of  the  Social 
Security  system  needs  fur¬ 
ther  study.  The  recent  “scare 
tactics”  that  have  been  used 
to  discredit  the  Social  Secu¬ 
rity  system  are  meant  to 
justify  permanent  cuts 
and  to  support  private- 
sector  involvement  in  the 
country's  income  main- 
tanenance  program.  These 
retirement  accounts  are  an 
important  source  of  capi¬ 
tal  to  aid  in  the  country’s 
economy  by  redirecting 
programs  away  from  gov¬ 
ernment  jurisdiction  and 
sponsorship.  Representative 


Claude  Pepper,  chair  of  the 
U.S.  Senate  Committee 
on  Aging,  indicates  that: 
"no  purpose  was  served 
in  frightening  millions 
of  people  into  believing 
that  Social  Security  would 
be  bankrupt,  except  to 
erode  confidence  in  the 
system” 

Your  statement  that  IRAs 
are  available  to  all  em¬ 
ployed  people  is  incorrect. 
If  you  are  over  age  70'/2 
and  still  employed  you  are 
not  eligible  to  open  an  IRA 
account.  This  requirement 
in  the  law  may  disqualify 
nearly  15%  of  people  over 
70  who  still  work.  The 
Keogh  plans  have  no  age 
limit.  This  indicates  that 
self-employed  individuals 
may  open  a  retirement 
account  at  any  age.  Where 
does  this  leave  the  elder 
salaried  and  hourly  wage 
worker?  How  can  she  or  he 
save  for  eventual  retire¬ 
ment? 

We  hope  that  this  letter 
will  help  inform  your  read¬ 
ers  about  the  true  nature  of 
IRAs  and  give  them  a 
clearer  understanding  of 
the  underlying  policies  and 
philosophy  behind  the 
advertisement  campaign 
to  open  IRA  accounts.

looks  as  though  Berkeley  voters 
will  be  deciding  in  June  whether 
to  make  municipal  elections  coin¬ 
cide  with  statewide  general  elec¬ 
tions  by  moving  them  from  April 
in  odd-numbered  years  to  Novem¬ 
ber  in  even-numbered  years.  Peti¬ 
tions  with  more  than  9,500  signa¬ 
tures  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Berkeley  City  Clerk  to  qualify 
such  a  charter  amendment  for  the 
June  ballot.  (Only  6,912  valid  sig¬ 
natures  are  needed.)  Proponents 
of  the  change  claim  November  mu¬ 
nicipal  elections  will  increase  vot¬ 
er  turnout  and  save  the  city  the 
added  costs  of  holding  separate 
municipal  elections.  As  has  lately 
been  the  case,  Berkeley's  progres¬ 
sive  community  seems  to  be  split 
over  the  issue.  Those  who  support 
the  change  say  a  larger  voter  turn¬ 
out  will  help  Berkeley's  progres¬ 
sives.  Others  say  that  Berkeley 
Citizens  Action,  after  being  sound¬ 
ly  defeated  last  April,  is  not  ready 
for  a  November  1982  election.

ON  GUARD 


CLOUD  REPLACED  AS 
DIABLO  AUDITOR 

A  decision  last  week  by  the  Nuc¬ 
lear  Regulatory  Commission  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  settled  for  now  a  sim¬ 
mering  controversy  over  the  inde¬ 
pendence  of  Diablo  Canyon’s  de¬ 
sign  auditor.  The  NRC  found  the 
auditor,  Robert  C.  Cloud,  should 
be  removed  because  his  financial 
ties  with  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric 
posed  "an  apparent  conflict  of  in¬ 
terest.”  The  ruling  did  little,  how¬ 
ever,  to  answer  questions  about  the 
adequacy  of  the  review  itself  (See 
Guardian,  Feb.  17,  1982). 

Plant  opponents  had  also  asked 
that  the  review  be  expanded  to  in¬ 
clude  Diablo’s  entire  design.  But 
the  commission  decided  to  stick 
with  the  current  probe,  even  though 
its  staff  has  declared  that  more 
than  100  errors  already  have  been 
found  in  the  $2.4  billion  plant  and 
that  “hundreds  more”  could  be  un¬ 
covered  before  the  review  is  fin¬ 
ished. 

“This  is  still  a  big  step  for¬ 
ward,”  noted  Richard  Hubbard,  a 
nuclear  engineer  working  for  the 
plant’s  opponents.  “Nevertheless, 
it  is  clear  that  the  scope  of  the  re¬ 
view  is  too  narrow.  We’re  hopeful, 
though,  that  the  new  auditor  will 
recognize  this  and  ask  that  the  re¬ 
view  be  widened.” 

Under  the  NRC  ruling,  both  Cal¬ 
ifornia  Governor  Jerry  Brown  and 
the  San  Luis  Obispo  Mothers  for 
Peace  will  have  a  hand  in  the 
choosing  of  a  replacement  for 
Cloud,  the  Berkeley  engineer  chosen 
last  October  by  PG&E  to  head  up 
the  review. 

It  is  expected  that  by  March 


1 1th  daily  meetings  will  begin  in 
an  effort  to  reach  a  quick  agree¬ 
ment  on  an  auditor  acceptable  to 
all  parties,  including  PG&E. 

“Even  though  we  don’t  think 
Cloud  should  have  been  removed," 
PG&E  spokesman  Chris  Piper  told 
the  Guardian,  “we’re  fully  cooper¬ 
ating  with  the  commission  on  this.” 

A  Massachusetts  firm.  Teledyne 
Engineering  Services,  appears  to 
be  the  most  likely  replacement  for 
Cloud.  Plant  critics  have  told  the 
Guardian,  however,  that  they  have 
reservations  about  the  company 
and  are  considering  others. 

A  spokesperson  for  PG&E  said 
Teledyne  would  be  acceptable. 

The  NRC’s  staff  has  also  indicat¬ 
ed  that  the  firm  is  a  suitable  re¬ 
placement.  Staffers  cite  its  large 
size,  expertise  in  the  nuclear  area 
and  ability  to  provide  about  60 
persons  for  the  review,  three  times 
the  number  of  staff  Cloud’s  small 
firm  had  used.  Ironically,  Cloud 
himself  worked  for  Teledyne  from 
1969-1971. 

In  describing  the  firm,  NRC  staff 
members  said  Teledyne  has  done 
work  for  PG&E  in  the  past  and  has 
one  current  contract.  This  contract, 
they  said,  amounted  to  only  a 
small  part  of  Teledyne’s  total  earn¬ 
ings. 

According  to  Hubbard,  Tele¬ 
dyne’s  past  involvement  with  PG&E 
is  problematic.  He  told  the  Guard¬ 
ian  the  firm  received  a  $1.2  mil¬ 
lion  contract  in  1979-80  to  work 
on  Diablo’s  pipe  supports,  “so  it 
is  possible  that  if  they  are  chosen, 
they  could  be  reviewing  their  own 
work.” 

In  its  ruling,  the  commission 
said  the  new  auditor  could  use 


Cloud  as  a  subcontractor  or  sim¬ 
ply  for  information,  adding  that 
Cloud's  findings  would  not  be  dis¬ 
carded,  but  would  be  reviewed. 

“In  an  ideal  world,”  NRC  staff 
director  Harold  Denton  told  the 
commissioners,  "I  would  prefer 
that  the  [review]  work  be  done 
from  scratch.  But  a  lot  of  problems 
have  been  discovered  and  I  don’t 
see  that  they  should  be  thrown 
out.” 

Cloud,  who  was  in  Berkeley 
when  the  ruling  wass  issued,  said 
in  a  phone  interview,  "I’ve  been 
treated  unfairly.”  He  noted,  how¬ 
ever,  that  he  would  continue  to 
assist  in  the  review  in  any  way  he 
could,  even  as  a  subordinate.  “I 
started  this  review,  I  designed  it, 
and  I  want  to  see  it  through  to  the 
end,”  he  said. 

Cloud  also  said  he  was  pleased 
that  the  commission  had  decided 
there  were  no  problems  with  the 
scope  of  his  review.  He  added  that 
“my  financial  ties  with  PG&E  in 
no  way  influenced  how  I  handled 
this  review.” 

The  commission  thought  other¬ 
wise,  however,  citing  in  a  report 
that  70%  of  Cloud’s  current  work  is 
for  the  utility.  They  concluded: 
“Such  a  level  of  business  is  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  inde¬ 
pendence  of  the  design  verification 
program.” 

Probably  an  even  more  critical 
factor  in  the  decision  to  remove 
Cloud — one  that,  surprisingly,  was 
not  noted  in  the  ruling— was  the 
engineer’s  role  in  last  fall’s  NRC 
investigation  into  allegations  (later 
proved)  that  PG&E  had  revised 
one  of  Cloud’s  draft  reports  and 
then  lied  about  it  to  the  commis¬ 


sion.  Cloud,  who  knew  about  the 
utility’s  action,  failed  to  inform  the 
NRC. 

“I’ve  never  had  an  overly  ideal 
standard  for  independence,”  com¬ 
missioner  Victor  Gilinsky  noted  in 
a  phone  interview  with  the  Guard¬ 
ian.  “I  felt  that,  realistically,  you 
couldn’t  ask  a  reviewer  to  be  with¬ 
out  ties  to  a  company;  instead,  you 
just  have  to  look  for  competent 
people.  And  until  the  situation 
with  the  edited  report  came  up,  1 
felt  that  Cloud  was  an  appropriate 
reviewer  despite  his  connections 
with  PG&E.  At  this  point,  though, 
I  felt  his  work  couldn’t  be  looked 
on  as  independent,  but  as  a  PC&E- 
directed  effort.”

SEX  DISCRIMINATION 
CHARGE  LANDS 
WOMAN  JUROR  IN 
JAIL 

Caution:  refusing  to  answer  a 
judge's  question  that  is  unconsti¬ 
tutional  and  discriminates  against 
women  may  be  hazardous  to  your 
freedom.  That’s  what  prospective 
juror  Carolyn  Bobb  found  out  in 
late  January  when  Monterey  Muni¬ 
cipal  Court  Judge  Raymond  Sim¬ 
mons  asked  each  female  juror  to 
state  her  occupation  and  that  of 
her  spouse,  while  asking  each  male 
juror  to  state  only  his  occupation. 

When  Bobb  refused  to  answer 
unless  the  question  was  asked  of 
each  male  juror,  Judge  Simmons 
found  her  in  contempt  of  court  and 
ordered  her  taken  into  custody. 
Later  that  day,  Bobb’s  request  for 
a  continuance  so  that  she  could  ob¬ 
tain  counsel  and  prepare  a  de¬ 


fense  was  denied.  She  was  sen¬ 
tenced  to  one  day  in  county  jail 
and  given  credit  for  time  served. 

American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
of  Northern  California  cooperat¬ 
ing  attorney  Katherine  Stoner  on 
Feb.  25th  challenged  Bobb’s  con¬ 
tempt  charges  in  the  Monterey 
County  Superior  Court  in  Salinas. 
According  to  Stoner,  “It  has  long 
been  recognized  that  men  and 
women  are  to  be  treated  equally 
in  carrying  out  their  duties  as  cit¬ 
izens.  The  clear  implication  of 
Judge  Simmons’  practice  of  ques¬ 
tioning  only  female  jurors  concern¬ 
ing  their  spouse’s  occupations  is 
that  women  are  more  likely  to  be 
influenced  by  their  spouses  than 
men  are.  This  implication  severely 
erodes  a  woman  juror’s  legally 
recognized  status  as  an  equal 
citizen.”

The  Chilean  Cocaine  Plot:  Amer¬ 
ican-born  Chilean  agent  Michael 
Townley,  while  in  a  Washington 
jail  under  the  protection  of  federal 
authorities,  plotted  by  mail  with  a 
secret  police  colleague  in  Santiago 
to  plant  cocaine  on  a  Washington 
Post  writer,  according  toTownley’s 
letters  which  I  haveexamined. 

The  target  of  the  plot  was  John 
Dinges,  a  Post  correspondent  in 
Chile  from  1964  to  1977  and  now 
an  editor  of  the  paper’s  foreign  desk. 
At  the  time,  Dinges  was  in  Chile 
gathering  information  for  his  inves¬ 
tigative  book  on  the  1976  bomb¬ 
ing  assassination  here  of  Orlando 
Letelier  and  Ronnie  Moffett,  Assas¬ 
sination  on  Embassy  How.  The 
murder  of  Letelier  had  been  or¬ 
dered  by  top  Chilean  secret  police 
officials,  who  assigned  Townley  the 
mission. 

In  a  June  29,  1979  letter  from 
Townley,  then  being  held  in  a  fed¬ 
eral  prison  under  a  new  identity  as  a 
cooperative  witness  in  the  murder, 
he  recommended  to  secret  police  of¬ 
ficial  Gustavo  Etchepare,  “As  for 
Dinges,  they  should  find  some  mo¬ 
tive  to  th  row  him  out  of  the  country. 
The  best  would  be  to  implicate  him 
in  cocaine  traffic,  jail  him,  and  af¬ 
terwards,  deport  him  to  gringo 
authorities  as  a  trafficker. 

“Don't  tell  me  it  can’t  be  done,” 
Townley  insisted.  “All  you  have  to 
do  is  place  a  quantity  of  coca  in  his 
luggage  and  arrest  him.” 

An  earlier  letter  from  Townley  to 
Etchepare  on  June  16,  1979  warns: 
“We  ought  to  control  this  man 
strongly,”  and  expresses  his  worry 
about  confidential  sources  Dinges 
might  have  developed  inside  the 


Chilean  secret  police.  For  reasons 
as  yet  unknown,  the  plot  either 
failed  or  was  never  implemented. 
Federal  officials  are  now  reviewing 
the  letters. 

Townley  is  now  serving  a  ten- 
year  sentence  for  his  part  in  master¬ 
minding  the  murder  of  Letelier,  a 
leader  of  Chilean  exiles  opposed  to 
the  Pinochet  regime. 

Dinges  told  me  he  was  well  aware 
on  several  occasions  that  he  was  be¬ 
ing  followed,  probably  by  agents  of 
the  secret  police,  during  his  trip  to 
Chile,  but  was  not  aware  of  the  co¬ 
caine  plot  until  he  reviewed  the 
Townley  correspondence  himself 
two  weeks  ago.  As  to  Townley ’s 
conspiracy  to  frame  him,  Dinges 
curtly  responded,  "Whata  creep.” 

Speaking  of  organized  crime: 
Senators  Sam  Nunn  (D-Ga)  and 
Warren  Rudman  (R-NH)  say  the 
Labor  Department  is  planning  to 
transfer  out  or  abolish  the  positions 
of  90  organized  crime 
investigators  in  the  Inspector 
General’s  office.  The  IG’s  office 
investigates  mob  influence  in  the 
unions.  We  reported  here  last 
month  that  prosecutions  in  the 
department  under  Raymond 
Donovan  were  already  down  30% 
in  the  last  year. 

Lights  in  Tunnels  Dept.:  Nothing 
concentrates  the  mind  of  an  Ameri¬ 
can  president  so  quickly  as  a  little 
war  that  gets  out  of  hand.  So  the 
Reagan  administration  is  finding  in 
Central  America.  “They  thought  El 
Salvador  would  be  like  rolling  a 
drunk,”  former  U.S.  Ambassador 
Robert  White  told  me.  But  now 
some  administration  insiders  are 
nervously  exploring  the  possibility 
of  a  longer  bout.  “Six  or  seven 
years”  is  increasingly  being  men¬ 


tioned  as  the  time-frame  for  a 
war  of  attrition  to  annihilate  the 
Salvadoran  rebels.  The  rebels  may 
not  go  along  with  the  plan . 

Side  Bets:  In  the  bipartisan  spir¬ 
it,  meanwhile,  a  key  Democratic  of¬ 
ficial  has  a  finger  in  the  El  Salva¬ 
dor  financial  pie.  Chuck  Manatt, 
chair  of  the  Democratic  National 
Committee,  is  a  $22,000-per-year 
director  of  the  airline  contracted  by 
the  U.S.  to  ferry  Salvadoran  troops 
to  Ft.  Bragg,  N.C.,  for  combat  train¬ 
ing.  According  to  research  by  the 
Washington-based  Council  on 
Hemispheric  Affairs,  Metro  Inter¬ 
national  Airlines  was  paid 
$169,000  for  two  flights  hauling 
soldiers  to  the  U.S.,  and  has  earned 
$93  million  from  the  Pentagon  in 
the  past  year.  The  airline  is  a  subsid¬ 
iary  of  Flying  Tiger  International, 
which,  interestingly,  is  headed  by 
Republican  stalwart  Anna  Chen- 
nault. 

But  Wait,  There’s  More:  If  you’re 
a  draft  resister  thinking  about 
landing  a  cushy  conscientious 


objector  job  with  the  government, 
forget  it.  Rep.  Gerald  Soloman  (R- 
NY)  has  introduced  a  resolution  to 
block  anyone  who  has  failed  to 
register  for  the  draft  from  working 
for  the  government  or  from 
participating  in  any  program 
underwritten  by  Uncle  Sam. 

The  New  Old  Nixon:  What  was 
Richard  Nixon  doing  in  Jamaica 
hobnobbing  with  Prime  Minister 
Edward  Seaga  on  the  eve  of 
Reagan’s  “Caribbean  Basin 
Initiative”?  A  secret  mission  for  the 
State  Department?  According  to  a 
cautious  explanation  from  A1 
Haig’s  office,  the  secretary  of  state 
“didn’t  know  of  any  official  work” 
Nixon  did  there. 

All  the  News  That’s  Fit  to  Moon: 

The  Moonies  have  launched  a 
prototype  for  a  new  daily 
newspaper  in  Washington,  to  be 
edited  by  James  R.  Whelan,  an 
interesting  man  who  last  toiled  at 
the  South  Africa-connected  Sacra¬ 
mento  Union.  Whelan,  so  his  offi¬ 
cial  biography  states,  was  also  once

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HOW  GOOD  -  AND  HOW  BAD  -  ARE  SAN

he  City  and  County  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  is  run  by  1 1  people  most  citi¬ 
zens  never  see. 

Once  upon  a  time,  for  a  brief  two- 
year  period  in  1 97 8-80,  everyone  in  the  city  lived 
in  a  district,  and  each  district  had  a  supervisor. 
During  those  few  years,  you  might  see  your 
supervisor,  or  one  of  the  hopeful  candidates, 
at  the  local  supermarket,  or  even  knocking  on 
your  door. 

Supervisors  are  no  longer  elected  from  districts,  and 
these  days  the  most  you’re  likely  to  see  of  a  supervisor 
is  his  or  her  name  on  a  poster  stuck  high  on  a  utility 
pole  or  the  side  of  a  house. 

News  media  coverage  isn’t  much  help.  It  is  episod¬ 
ic,  predigested  and  written  by  reporters  who  for  the 
most  part  have  become  City  Hall  insiders.  And  when 
the  local  media  do  attempt  an  in-depth  report,  they 


all  too  often  wind  up  like  the  Examiner’s  recent  sur¬ 
vey  of  the  supervisors:  a  report  of  the  opinions  of  84 
insiders,  city  government  employees,  individuals  who 
either  are  dependent  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
job  slots  and  budgets  or  who  were  appointed  by  the 
mayor  and  are  constrained  to  echo  her  politics. 

If  the  people  of  San  Francisco  are  to  make  reasoned 
choices,  they  deserve  better  than  that. 

For  the  past  six  weeks,  the  Guardian  has  conducted 
an  intensive  investigation  of  the  current  members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  We  have  pored  carefully 
through  volumes  of  paperwork  that  flow  through 
the  supervisors’  offices.  We  have  analyzed  each  super¬ 
visor’s  voting  patterns.  We’ve  talked  to  political  acti¬ 
vists  and  observers,  both  inside  and  outside  City  Hall. 
And  we’ve  conducted  an  extensive  poll  of  neighbor¬ 
hood,  business  and  political  leaders.  The  result:  a  re¬ 
port  on  the  current  state  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  core  of  our  report  is  contained  in  the  two  charts 
on  the  following  pages.  The  first  is  a  tabulation  of 
each  supervisor’s  votes  on  each  of  26  key  measures 
considered  by  the  board  during  the  past  14  months. 
The  votes  cover  the  political  and  legislative  spectrum. 


from  support  for  a  gay  bookstore  to  strengthening  rent 
control.  Totaled,  these  votes  tell  the  tale  of  the  re¬ 
sponsiveness  of  each  supervisor  to  citizen  and  neigh¬ 
borhood  concerns. 

The  second  chart  sets  out  the  results  of  a  poll  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Guardian.  Questionnaires  were  sent  out 
to  more  than  100  community,  political  and  business 
organizations:  roughly  one-quarter  of  the  question¬ 
naires  were  returned.  We  asked  each  respondent’s 
opinion  of  the  performance  and  issue  stands  of  each 
of  the  supervisors,  rated  on  a  scale  from  one  (very 
poor)  to  five  (excellent).  We  did  not  ask  those  respond¬ 
ing  to  identify  themselves.  The  result  is  a  picture  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  seen  from  the  vantage- 
point  of  committed  activists. 

Over  the  past  14  months  and  during  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  this  report,  the  Guardian  also  conducted  a 
number  of  interviews  with  the  supervisors  themselves, 
and  with  knowledgeable  political  observers.  Based 
on  our  vote  tabulations,  the  responses  to  our  poll,  our 
interviews  and  the  Guardian’s  ongoing  coverage, 
here’s  our  supervisor-by-supervisor  breakdown,  our 
March  1982  report  card  on  San  Francisco’s  supervisors. 


HARRY  BRITT 

Originally  appointed  to 
the  board  by  Mayor  Dianne 
Feinstein  following  the 
murder  of  Harvey  Milk  in 
1979  and  twice  re-elected, 
Harry  Britt  has  compiled 


an  impressive  voting  record. 
At  least  as  important  as  his 
record,  though  has  been 
Britt’s  role  as  a  model  for 
how  to  combine  practical 
politics  with  a  sincere  and 
committed  set  of  progressive 


beliefs.  With  Nancy  Walker, 
Britt  has  defined  and 
defended  the  board's  left 
flank. 

It  would  be  noteworthy 
enough  that  Britt  is  the  only 
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openly  gay  member  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  But 
Britt  has  also  championed 
the  interests  of  tenants,  of 
small  shopkeepers,  of 
residents  of  residential 
hotels,  of  women,  of  victims 
of  police  brutality,  of 
beleaguered  neighborhood 
residents  and  of  the  city’s 
burgeoning  minorities.  He 
has  valiantly  opposed  high-, 
rise  development  downtown, 
imperiling  potential  sources 
of  campaign  funds  and  gay 
business  support.  Simply  put, 
Harry  Britt  is  a  remarkable 
combination  of  political 
pragmatism  and  a  belief  in 
human  rights  and  equality. 

Because  of  his  unswerving 
dedication  to  progressive 
politics,  Britt  has  come  under’ 
many  attacks.  The 
Examiner,  Chronicle  and. 
Progress  have  all  blasted! 
Britt  frequently  for  his 
controversial  stands,  and 
none  of  the  three  newspapers 
has  ever  endorsed  him  in  an1 
election.  Nevertheless,  Britt’ 
is  a  masterful  media 
manipulator,  probably  more 
successful  at  getting  good 
media  coverage  of  his  ef¬ 
forts  than  any  other  super¬ 


visor. 

Britt  is  the  only  supervisor 
to  receive  a  perfect  score  in 
the  Guardian’s  survey  of  26 
key  votes.  He  is  the  supervisor 
who  most  often  votes  against 
condominium  conversions, 
voting  against  three  out  of 
every  four  proposals  for 
conversions  that  have  come 
before  him  over  the  past  1 4 
months.  Along  with  Dolson 
and  Walker,  Britt  is 
considered  one  of  the 
strongest  labor  votes  on  the 
board. 

In  the  Guardian’s  poll  of 
community  leaders,  Britt 
was  rated  second  both  in 
performance  and  on  the 
issues.  On  performance,  Britt 
received  an  average  of  3.5, 
second  only  to  Walker.  He 
received  the  highest  marks 
on  the  board  (4.5)  for 
legislative  initiative.  On  the 
issues,  Britt  scored  a  3.8, 
again  second  only  to 
Walker’s  3.9.  The  poll  found 
that  community  leaders 
perceive  Britt  to  be  the  best 
vote  on  disabled  people’s 
concerns,  gay  concerns, 
public  transit,  rent  control 
and  taxation. 

Britt  does  not  have  to  run 
for  re-election  until  1984. 


LEE  DOLSON 

Dolson,  in  his  second  time 
around  on  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  is  widely 
considered  the  most 
conservative  member  of  the 
board,  and  is  most  often 
found  voting  with  conserva¬ 
tive  colleagues  Quentin  Kopp 
and  W  endy  Nelder. 

Dolson’s  pattern  of  voting 
agreement  with  Kopp  is  not 
total,  however.  Despite  his 
image,  Dolson  has  one  of  the 
strongest  voting  records  on 
labor  issues  on  the  board.  He 
often  votes  with  ideological 
opposites  Britt  and  Walker  in 
opposing  city  Controller 
John  Farrell’s  efforts  to 
contract  out  city  work  and 
thus  undercut  the  power  of 
municipal  employee  unions. 

Dolson  and  the  Guardian 
do  not  often  agree.  The 
supervisor  voted  with  the 
Guardian  on  only  two  of  our 
26  key  votes:  a  pro-union 
resolution  supporting  an 
agency  shop  for  city 
employees  and  the  creation 
of  a  park  in  the  Duboce 
Triangle.  He  voted  against 
both  schemes  to  charge 
downtown  highrise 
developers  and  owners  for 
the  costs  of  Muni  service  to 
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downtown,  against 
controlling  development  in 
the  city’s  neighborhood 
commercial  strips,  to  table  a 
proposal  for  commercial 
rent  control  in  the 
neighborhoods  and  against  a 
resolution  that  would  have 
established  the  principle  of 
comparable  worth  in  setting 
city  salaries.  In  a  Guardian 
tabulation  of  votes  on  condo 
conversions,  he  voted  against 
conversions  only  twice  in  57 
votes.  Dolson  scored  the 
lowest  percentage  of  the  1 1 
supervisors  in  the  Guardian's 
tabulation  of  key  votes — 9% . 

In  the  Guardian's  poll  of 
community  leaders,  Dolson 
did  a  little  better.  On  the  five- 
point  scale,  Dolson’s 
performance  was  rated  at 
2.8,  slightly  lower  than 
average.  On  the  issues,  our 
poll  gave  him  a  2.8  rating, 
leaving  him  tied  for  seventh 
place. 

Former  Supervisor  and 
mayoral  candidate  John 
Barbagelata,  himself  a 
staunch  conservative,  of¬ 
fered  this  evaluation  of  Dol¬ 
son:  “I  object  to  people  like 
Dolson  —  he’s  just  mush. 
He  says  he’s  a  conservative 
but  he  likes  to  play  games.” 
Barbagelata  told  the 
Guardian  he  has  more 
respect  for  Britt  than  for 
Dolson.  “I  don’t  object  to 
someone  like  Britt— at  least 
he  tells  you  who  he  is  and 
what  he  stands  for.  I  don’t 
respect  his  politics,  but  I 
respect  his  honesty.” 

Dolson  is  one  of  five 
supervisors  up  for  re-election 
in  November  1982. 

RICHARD  HONGISTO 

Images  of  Ricahrd 
Hongisto:  the  young  police 
officer,  running  for  sheriff  in 
1971  on  a  platform  that 
championed,  among  other 
things,  gay  rights  issues;  the 
embattled  sheriff,  locked  up 
behind  bars  in  his  own  jail  for 
having  refused  to  evict  the 
tenants  of  the  International 
Hotel;  hired,  and  soon  fired, 
as  Cleveland’s  chief  of  police 
after  run-ins  with  Mayor 
Dennis  Kucinich;  returning 
to  San  Francisco  from  a  stint 
as  an  advisor  to  New  York 
State  Governor  Hugh  Carey 
to  run  for  a  seat  on  the  at- 
large  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  running  as  a  progressive 
against  the  wishes  of  the

progressive  coalition  seeking 
to  keep  only  incumbents  in 
the  race  to  try  to  return  the 
city  to  district  elections. 

Hongisto  has  been  a 
disappointment  to  many  lo¬ 
cal  activists  who  saw  him 
as  an  important  addition  to 
the  board’s  progressive,  pro¬ 
neighborhood  and  anti¬ 
downtown  coalition.  In  an 
apparent  attempt  to  position 
himself  for  future  elections 
(Hongisto  is  planning  to  run 
for  the  congressional  seat  to 
be  vacated  by  John  Burton), 
he  has  moved  toward  the 
political  center.  Once  viewed 
as  a  likely  ally  of  Sups.  Britt, 
Walker,  Silver  and  Ward, 
Hongisto  is  now  closest  to 
board  President  Molinari. 

In  February  1 98 1  Hongisto 
voted  against  an  ordinance 
to  create  a  bureau  of  energy 
conservation.  In  March  he 
voted  for  an  ordinance 
allowing  the  Public  Health 
Department  to  impose  a 
registration  fee  in  low- 
income  public  health 
centers.  In  April  he  voted  in 
support  of  a  resolution  to 
repeal  the  state  inheritance 
tax.  In  May  he  voted  for  a 


pairof  ordinances  to  allocate 
nearly  $7  million  in 
municipal  funds  to  build  a 
parking  garage  for  the 
Performing  Arts  Center.  In 
June,  although  he  was  barred 
from  voting  on  an  ordinance 
to  ban  condominium  con¬ 
versions,  he  told  the  Guard¬ 
ian  he  would  have  voted 
against  that  ordinance.  (While 
a  candidate,  Hongisto  had 
told  the  Guardian  he  would 
support  such  an  ordinance.) 

Since  then  Hongisto 
has  reversed  his  early 
declaration  of  support  for 
neighborhood  commercial 
rent  control  by  voting  to 
table  that  measure  and  led  an 
unsuccessful  fight  against  an 
ordinance  to  establish 
residential  energy  conserva¬ 
tion  standards.  Hongisto  al¬ 
so  voted  to  ease  the  restric¬ 
tions  controlling  the  conver¬ 
sions  of  residential  hotel 


rooms  to  tourist  use. 

In  the  Guardian’s 
tabulation  of  votes  on  26  key 
issues,  Hongisto  voted  with 
this  paper's  position  43%  of 
the  time,  putting  him  in  a  tie 
for  fifth  place  with  moderate 
Sup.  Louise  Renne.  Hongisto 
is  also  closely  bunched  with 
Sup.  Jack  Molinari  (42% )  in  a 
bloc  of  four  centrist 
moderates.  Hongisto  is  best 
on  police  and  civil  liberties 
issues— but  he  is  also 
considered  by  many  as  one 
of  the  two  strongest  anti-la¬ 
bor  supervisors  (the  other  is 
Kopp).  Hongisto  has,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  voted  consistently  in 
favor  of  contracting  out.  And 
although  he  did  not  vote  on 
the  agency  shop  issue,  he  gen¬ 
erated  a  minor  controversy 
in  City  Hall  when  he  signed 
a  petition  seeking  a  city  em¬ 
ployees’  election  to  repeal 
the  agency  shop  prov  ision . 


Progressive  political  acti¬ 
vists  trying  to  put  together  a 
unified  five-person  slate  for 
the  supervisorial  seats  up  in 
November  have  been  dis¬ 
mayed  by  Hongisto’s  widely 
perceived  anti-union  posture: 
he  has  widespread  name-rec¬ 
ognition  and  is  believed  to  lie 
perceived  by  many  voters 
as  a  liberal,  but  with 

Hongisto  included,  the  slate 
is  not  likely  to  gain 

widespread  labor  support. 

The  results  of  the 

Guardian’s  poll  suggest  that 
Hongisto  is  not  well- 
regarded  by  local  activists. 
On  overall  performance, 
Hongisto  scored  2.8,  placing 
him  in  a  tie  with  Dolson  for 
eighth  place.  He  did 

somewhat  better  on  the 
issues.  His  overall  2.9  score 
put  him  just  below  the  board 
average  of  3.0  and  in  a  tie  for 
fifth  place  with  Louise 
Renne. 

The  left  wing  of  the  board 
sees  Hongisto  as  situated  to 
their  right;  the  right  ranks 
him  with  the  left.  Where  does 
that  leave  Hongisto,  who 
must  run  for  re-election  in 
November,  with  the  progres¬ 
sives  who  have  been  assumed 
to  make  up  his  base  of  sup¬ 
port? 

WILLIE  KENNEDY 

When  Mayor  Dianne 
Feinstein  elevated  Willie 
Kennedy  from  the 
Redevelopment  Commission 
to  replace  Supervisor  Ella 
Hill  Hutch,  who  had  died 
unexpectedly,  very  few  San 
Franciscans  had  heard  of 
Kennedy.  Now,  after  a  year 
on  the  board,  it  is  still  the  case 
that  very  few  San  Francis¬ 
cans  have  heard  of  Kennedy. 

The  Examiner's  poll  of  84 
city  officials  showed  Willie 
Kennedy  ranked  last;  so  did 
our  survey  of  neighborhood, 
political  and  business 
leaders.  On  the  Guardian’s 
tabulation  of  26  key  votes, 
Kennedy  ranked  eighth,  with 
a  4 1  %  rate  of  agreement 
with  our  positions. 

Kennedy  has  not 
established  a  significant 


identity  of  her  own  on  the 
board.  That’s  not  a  real 
problem,  since  she  was 
appointed  to  a  four-year  seat 
and  does  not  have  to  run  for 
re-election  until  1 984. 

On  significant  issues, 
Kennedy  has  positioned 
herself  as  pro-condo,  anti¬ 
labor  and  pro-downtown  de-

velopment.  She  is  considered 
one  of  Mayor  Feinstein’s  saf¬ 
est  votes  on  the  board.  In 
fact,  some  believe  it  was  this 
mayoral  appointment  that 
changed  what  many  expect¬ 
ed  to  be  a  fairly  liberal  Board 
of  Supervisors  into  one  that 
more  often  than  not  follows 
Feinstein’s  pro-development, 
pro-downtown  line. 

“Ella  Hill  was  a  moderate, 
but  not  a  vicious  and 
pernicious  moderate  like 
Kennedy,”  Haight  Ashbury 
neighborhood  activist  Cal¬ 
vin  Welch  told  the  Guardian. 
“Kennedy  has  single-handed¬ 
ly  changed  the  dynamics  of 
the  board.  This  board  is  tied 
a  little  tighter  to  Feinstein 
than  before.”  City  Hall  ob¬ 
server  Bruce  Pettit  agrees: 
“A  key  difference  on  the 
board  now  is  Kennedy.  She 
is  definitely  a  more  conserva¬ 
tive  supervisor  than  Hutch 
was.  If  Hutch  were  still  on  the 
board,  I  don’t  think  the 
regulation  of  escort  services 
would  have  passed,  and  we 
would  definitely  have 
stronger  rent  controls.” 

Kennedy  rarely  speaks  at 
meetings  of  the  boards.  But 
vote  compilations  reveal  she 
is  on  the  prevailing  side  of 
votes  more  than  90%  of  the 
time.  She  made  a  difference 
in  the  recent  rent  control 
battle:  had  .  Kennedy 

supported  Britt’s,  and  her 
own,  amendments  to 
strengthen  the  city’s  rent 
control  ordinance,  they 
would  have  passed. 

QUENTIN  KOPP 

It  is  an  unfortunate 
circumstance  of  San 

Francisco  politics  that  one  of 
the  city’s  most  capable  and 
astute  politicians  also 

happens  to  be  one  of  the  most 
conservative  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  But 
Quentin  Kopp  has  always 
been  an  enigma.  Three  times 
Kopp  has  been  the  top  vote 
getter  in  supervisorial 
campaigns.  But  his 

conservative  politics,  hatred 

for  Dianne  Feinstein  and 
determination  to  march  to 
the  beat  of  his  own  eclectic 


drummer  have  kept  him 
from  the  board  presidency  in 
recent  years. 

Now,  after  ten  years  on  the 
board,  Kopp  is  apparently 
bored  and  wants  to  move 
on — a  move  we  can  only 
applaud,  since  he  has 
consistently  opposed  many 
political  positions  theGuard- 
ian  has  championed.  On  his 
behalf,  though,  we  can  say 
Quentin  is  consistent.  He  has 
consistently  opposed  hand¬ 
outs  for  the  rich  as  well  as 
the  poor. 

Kopp  has  agreed  with  the 
Guardian  only  23%  of  the 
time  on  key  votes  during  the 
past  14  months.  And  in  the 
case  of  one  of  the  six  votes  in 
which  he  agreed  with  the 
Guardian’s  position,  against 
tabling  the  commercial  rent 
control  proposal,  Kopp 
vowed  he  would  oppose  the 
plan  if  it  came  up  for  a 
substantive  vote.  Though  he 
insists  the  characterizations 
of  him  as  an  anti-rent  control 
supervisor  are  misleading, 
Kopp  has  voted  against 
residential  rent  control  every 
time  but  one  that  it  has  come 
before  him.  That  one  vote 
was  in  1979,  when  he  was 
gearing  up  for  his  mayoral 
campaign. 

If  Kopp  is  known  for  any 
single  political  issue,  it  is  his 
fiscal  conservatism.  But  he 
has  also  taken  the  lead  on 
some  important  issues:  the 
dumping  of  nuclear  wastes  at 
the  Farallon  Islands,  the 
handling  of  radioactive 
materials  in  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  and,  just  this 
week,  a  call  to  exempt  lifeline 
levels  of  utility  payments 
from  the  city’s  5%  utilities 
tax. 

Responses  to  the 
Guardian’s  poll  indicate 
Kopp  is  a  conscientious  and 
hardworking  supervisor,  but 
one  whose  positions  on  the 
issues  make  him  most  often 
an  opponent.  His  3.3  rating 
in  overall  performance  ranks 
him  third  on  the  board. 

In  comments,  Kopp  was 
praised  for  his  intellect  and 
roundly  criticized  for  his 
inflexibility.  One  respondent 
wrote  that  Kopp  is  “the 
necessary  and  hated  burr 
under  the  saddle.  Given  a

In  order  to  gauge  the  opinions  of  community  leaders  about  the-members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Guardian  sent  out  more  than  1 00  questionnaires 
to  representatives  of  a  wide  cross  section  of  neighborhood  groups,  labor 
unions,  business  organizations,  political  action  groups,  gay  clubs  and  public 
service  organizations.  Twenty-six  questionnaires  were  returned  completed, 

21  others  were  returned  uncompleted.  The  anonymous  returns  were  tabulated 
by  adding  up  the  total  score  in  each  category  for  each  supervisor  and  dividing 
by  the  number  of  responses  in  that  category.  The  results  for  the  board  were 
derived  by  adding  up  the  total  score  for  every  supervisor  in  each  category 
and  dividing  by  the  number  of  entries  in  that  category.

totally  different  personality 
[he]  could  have  been  [an] 
outstanding  supervisor.  He 
does  at  least  polarize  issues 
and  brings  intelligence  to 
bear.” 

JOHN  MOLINARI 

Molinari  is  one  of  only  two 
Republicans  on  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  yet  he  is  the 
board's  president.  His 
achievement  is  a  tribute  to 
his  deft  balancing  act: 
aligning  himself  with  the 
mayor  and  her  supporters  on 
the  board  while  throwing 
enough  bones  to  the 
progressives  to  keep  them 
from  opposing  him.  Molinari 
has  also  been  helped  by  the 
identity  of  his  arch-rival  on 
the  board:  anyone  who 
breaks  with  the  president 
will  have  little  choice  but  to 
align  him-  or  her-self  with 
Quentin  Kopp.  For  many 
supervisors,  Molinari  is  by 
far  the  lesser  of  two  evils.

Molinari’s  showing  in  our 
poll  came  as  a  surprise.  We’d 
expected  it  to  show  that  most 
knowledgeable  observers 
consider  him  an  effective 
legislator,  albeit  one  whose 
positions  were  opposed  to 
theirs  much  of  the  time.  But 
the  results  show  only  Nelder 
and  Kennedy  as  less  effective 
supervisors  than  the  board 
president.  On  the  issues, 
Molinari  turned  in  a  dismal 
llth-place  showing,  with  a 
scoreof  2.5  overall. 

The  Guardian's  analysis 
of  26  key  votes  places 
Molinari  firmly  in  the  middle 
of  a  centrist  coalition  of 
supervisors.  At  42%  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  Guardian’s 
positions,  Molinari  is  within 
one  percentage  point  of  Hon- 
gisto,  Kennedy  and  Renne. 
He  has  been  particularly  bad 
on  both  residential  and  com¬ 
mercial  rent  control.  On  com¬ 
mercial  rent  control,  Molinari 
told  the  Guardian  he  would 
support  such  an  ordinance, 
then  succumbed  to  a  concerted 
lobbying  effort  by  real  estate 
interests  and  voted  to  table  the 
ordinance. 

Molinari  has  played  a 
useful  behind-the-scenes  role 
in  pushing  the  downtown 
transit  assessment  district. 
He  was  also  supportive  of 
efforts  to  induce  the  city  to 
accept  comparable  worth  as 
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a  pay  standard — one  of  the 
few  instances  in  which 
Molinari  broke  with  Mayor 
Feinstein,  who  later  vetoed 
the  measure. 

Most  of  the  time,  though, 
Molinari  goes  down  the  line 
with  the  mayor.  When  she 
,  proposed  the  handgun  ban, 
Feinstein  went  to  Molinari 
and  asked  him  to  carry  the 
legislation.  He  sought  to 
protect  the  mayor  in  the 
residential  rent  control  battle 
by  trying  to  talk  the  board 
into  sending  her  a  measure 
extending  the  life  of  the  ordi¬ 
nance,  separate  from  any  pro- 
posed  amendments  —  a  move 
that  would  have  allowed  her 
to  sign  the  extension  and  veto 
the  amendments. 

Like  most  other  members 
of  the  board,  Molinari  would 
dearly  love  to  be  mayor  of 
San  Francisco.  Unlike  most 
of  the  others,  he  may  have  a 
shot  at  the  job  once  Feinstein 
decides  to  move  on.  But 
much  depends  on  the  success 
or  failure  of  a  measure  on  the 
June  ballot  that  if  passed 
would  make  the  top  vote- 
getter  in  the  next 
supervisorial  election  the 
board’s  president.  If  it  passes, 
Molinari  will  no  longer  be 
president.  Bereft  of  his  gavel, 
Molinari  will  have  to  keep 
himself  in  the  public  eye  by 
stands  on  issues  and 
statements  on  the  floor  of  the 
board.  Pettit  thinks  in  those 
circumstances  Molinari 
will  more  than  hold  his  own. 
“Molinari  rarely  comments 
on  the  issues,  but  when  he 
does,  he  steps  off  the  dais  and 
every  one  listens  to  him.  He 


goes  right  to  the  heart  of  the 
matter,  and  with  few 
exceptions — such  as  rent 
control  —  he  usually  pre¬ 
vails." 

WENDY  NELDER 

At  the  time  of  her  election 
in  November  1980,  Wendy 
Nelder's  biggest  claim  to 
fame  was  her  father,  former 
Police  Chief  knd  Supervisor 
Alfred  Nelder.  Since  her 
election,  Nelder  has 
managed  to  carve  out  a  niche 
for  herself  in  the  conservative 
corner  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  She  has 
compiled  a  voting  record 
surpassed  on  the  right  only 
by  Dolson.  In  the  process, 
Nelder  has  also  managed  to 
become  one  of  the  favorites 
to  be  the  top  vote-getter  in  her 
November  re-election  at¬ 
tempt,  a  feat  which  could 
very  well  make  her  the  next 
board  president. 

Were  that  to  happen,  it 
would  be  despite  every 
available  indicator  of 
Nelder’s  performance  as  a 
supervisor  thus  far.  The 
Examiner's  survey  of  city 
bureaucrats  showed  Nelder 
rated  eighth  of  1 1  for  her 
performance  as  a  supervisor. 
The  Guardian’s  poll  has 
Nelder  in  10th  place  in 
overall  performance  and  in  a 
tie  for  ninth  place  with  Kopp 
on  the  issues. 

In  late  February,  Nelder 
stunned  most  political 
observers,  saving  the  day  for 
San  Francisco’s  tenants  by 
voting  for  every  single 
amendment  presented  to 
strengthen  the  city’s  rent 


control  law.  Probably  as  a 
result  of  that  vote,  Nelder 
scored  a  3. 1  on  rent  control 
in  the  Guardian  poll,  0.2 
points  higher  than  the  board 
average. 

Also  as  a  result  of  that 
vote,  there  has  been  some  talk 
of  late  of  including  Nelder  on 
a  progressive  slate  in  the 
November  election.  But  for 
that  to  happen,  Nelder  will 
have  to  compile  a  better 
voting  record  on  other  issues 
than  she’s  done  to  date.  She 
ranked  tenth  on  the 
Guardian  survey  of  26  key 
votes,  voting  the  right  way 
only  four  out  of  26  times  for  a 
dismal  15%  score.  It  is  also 
likely  she  will  have  to 
develop  a  political  position 
that  separates  her  from 
board  allies  Dolson  and 
Kopp,  both  of  whom  are 
anathema  to  progressive 
electoral  activists. 

LOUISE  RENNE 

Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein 
appointed  Louise  Renne  as 
her  own  replacement  when 
she  succeeded  slain  Mayor 
George  Moscone.  From 
Feinstein’s  political  point  of 
view,  Renne  proved  to  be  the 
perfect  replacement.  Renne 
is  considered  to  be  Feinstein's 
staunchest  ally  and  closest 
friend  on  the  current  board, 
and  their  political  positions 
and  records  on  the  board  are 
almost  indistinguishable. 

Recently,  though,  Renne 
has  sought  to  distance  herself 
from  the  mayor  by  claiming 
she  acts  independently.  It 
hasn’t  worked. 

"Renne  resents  being 
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called  a  Feinstein  clone," 
attorney  Sue  Hestor  told  the 
Guardian.  "But  she  is  a 
Feinstein  clone,  and  that’s 
unfortunate  because  she's  a 
lot  smarter  than  Dianne.” 

The  Examiner  poll  of  city 
officials  ranked  Renne  the 
best  supervisor  by  a  substan¬ 
tial  margin.  Community 
leaders  don’t  think  quite  so 
highly  of  her.  Her  3.0  score 
in  overall  performance  in 
the  Guardian  poll  placed  her 
in  fifth  place,  just  at  the  aver¬ 
age  for  the  entire  board.  She 
also  scored  about  average  in 
every  category  of  performance 
except  for  responsiveness  to 
neighborhood  groups,  where 
her  2.3  score  put  her  at  the 
bottom  of  the  board. 

On  the  issues,  Renne  came 
in  fifth  again  with  a  score  of 
2.9 — just  under  the  board 
average.  Her  highest  ranking 
came  in  women’s  rights, 
where  she  scored  a  4.0.  She 
also  scored  well  in  elderly 
concerns  and  environmental 
concerns.  But  she  is 
perceived  as  being  the  worst 
vote  on  the  board  on  rent 
control,  a  category  in  which 
she  scored  only  2.1. 

On  our  tabulation  qf  key 
votes,  Renne  was  also  fifth, 
clustered  with  Hongisto, 
Kennedy  and  Molinari  in  the 
center  of  the  political 
spectrum.  Mirroring  the 
mayor’s  positions,  she 
opposed  rent  control 
(although  Feinstein  did 
finally  sign  the  measure, 
“with  regrets”),  supported  an 
ordinance  to  regulate  escort 
services  and  voted  to  gut  the 
residential  hotel  conversion 
ordinance. 

!n  the  flurry  of  discussion 
following  the  surprise 
announcement  that  Congress¬ 


man  John  Burton  will  not  run 
for  re-election.  Renne’s  is 
among  the  most  often 
mentioned  names,  and 
Feinstein  has  been  lobbying 
hard  for  her.  But  several 
other  supervisors  also  covet 
that  seat,  among  them 
Renne  s  strongest  ally  on  the 
board,  John  Molinari. 
Molinari,  however,  is  a 
Republican.  If  both  run  and 
succeed  in  getting  their 
parties’  nominations  in  June, 
it  could  mark  the  end  of  one 
of  the  strongest  alliances  on 
the  board. 

If  she  does  not  resign, 
Renne  will  come  up  for 
election  in  1 984. 

CAROL  RUTH  SILVER 

Quixotic,  aggressively 
feminist,  a  strong  supporter 
of  gay  rights,  Carol  Ruth 
Silver  is  the  sometime  third 
or  fourth  vote  in  the  board’s 
progressive  coalition.  An 
effective  compromiser. 
Silver  played  an  important 
role  in  strengthening  the 
residential  hotel  conversion 
control  ordinance  ultimately 
passed  by  the  board. 

For  all  the  good  votes  she’s 
cast,  though,  lobbyists  will 
tell  you  they’re  loath  to  trust 
her.  Silver  considers  the 
issues  and  makes  her 
decisions  in  private.  She’s 
hard  to  reach.  And  anytime 
Silver  comes  up  in  political 
discussions,  someone  will  ask 
which  office  she’ll  be 
running  for  next. 

It’s  too  bad  Silver  hasn’t 
figured  out  how  to  project 
more  of  an  image  of 
reliability  and  consistency. 
Her  votes  have  been  good: 
she  scored  a  73  %  agreement 
with  the  Guardian  on  the  key 
issues,  third  to  Britt  and 


Walker.  Among  the  issues 
she  went  the  wrong  way  on 
were  a  number  that  went 
against  the  largely  Latino 
district  constituency  that 
originally  elected  her.  She 
supported  attempts  to  con¬ 
trol  Mission  Street  lowriders 
by  barring  left  turns  off  Mis¬ 
sion  Street  on  weekend  nights 
and  supported  Director  of 
Public  Health  Mervyn  Silver¬ 
man's  attempt  to  charge  low- 
income  citizens  for  the  use  of 
the  city’s  public  health 
facilities.  Silver  supported 
the  use  of  city  funds  to  build 
the  Performing  Arts  Center 
garage,  as  well  as  an 
ordinance  approving  a 
patently  inadequate  supple¬ 
mental  Environmental  Im¬ 
pact  Report  on  the  Yerba 
Buena  Center  —  an  ordi¬ 
nance  that  foreclosed  the 
possibility  of  any  further 
supervisorial  influence  on 
that  massive  development 
project. 

But  Silver  has  been  on  the 


correct  side  more  often  than 
not.  In  the  Guardian’s  poll, 
her  3.1  performance  rating 
ranked  her  fourth  (behind 
Britt,  Walker  and  Kopp),  But 
our  respondents  felt  Silver 
could  not  comfortably  be 
relied  on,  awarding  her  only 
2.7,  seventh  of  the  1 1  su¬ 
pervisors  in  reliability.  On 
issues  Silver  turned  in  a  third- 
place  showing  at  3.4.  She 
scored  at  or  better  than  the 
board  average  on  all  but 
three  issues,  doing  particu¬ 
larly  well  on  gay  and  wom¬ 
en’s  rights. 

NANCYWALKER 

Walker  is  at  the  same  time 
one  of  the  best  and  one  of  the 
politically  most  vulnerable 
of  San  Francisco’s  supervi¬ 
sors.  Walker’s  voting  record 
is  virtually  indistinguishable 
from  Britt’s,  but  she  lacks 
both  his  gay  base  and  his 
four-year  term.  She  must  run 
in  November,  without  access 
to  much  downtown  money 


(although  developer  Walter 
Shorenstein  did  field  a  recent 
Walker  fundraiser)  and  with 
a  low  public  profile.  It  is  only 
recently  that  she  has  begun  to 
come  into  her  own  in  the 
local  media. 

In  this  case  visibility  bears 
little  relation  to  good,  pro¬ 
neighborhood  political  posi¬ 
tions.  Walker  has  never  lost 
touch  with  her  Bernal  Heights 
roots,  as  her  voting  record 
shows.  She  voted  in  accord 
with  the  Guardian's  position 


on  25  of  26  votes  (the  lone 
dissent  was  on  lowrider  park¬ 
ing  controls  on  Mission 
Street). 

Our  poll  results  show 
Walker  to  be  far  and  away 
the  best  supervisor  on  the 
board.  Her  3.9  score  was  0.4 
higher  than  the  second-place 
finisher,  Britt,  and  0.9  higher 
than  the  average  for  the 
board  as  a  whole.  Walker’s 
highest  score,  4.6  in  devotion 
of  extra  time,  tied  with 
continued  next  page

Quentin  Kopp’s  4,6  in 
knowledge  of  government  as 
the  highest  performance 
rating  achieved  in  our  poll. 
She  also  received  the  highest 
ratings  on  the  board  for 
ability  to  transcend  politics, 
accessibility,  listening  to 
other  views,  reliability  and 
responsiveness  to  neighbor¬ 
hood  groups. 

On  the  issues.  Walker 
again  got  the  highest  rating 
on  the  board  (3.9).  She  was 
perceived  as  the  best 
supervisor  on  13  of  the  18 
issue  areas  the  Guardian’s 
questionnaire  asked  about. 
At  worst.  Walker  was  rated 
third  on  the  board,  on  gay 
concerns.  On  the  17  other 
issues  Walker  was  rated 
either  f  i  rst  or  second. 

Yet  despite  this  remarka¬ 
ble  record.  Walker  will  have 
to  fight  hard  to  gain  re-elec¬ 


tion.  She  is  unlikely  to  have 
access  to  the  $  100,000-plus 
that  is  generally  considered 
necessary  to  be  assured  elec¬ 
tion  as  a  citywide  supervisor. 
In  addition,  she  suffers  from 
relatively  low-name  recogni¬ 
tion,  partially  the  result  of 
her  tendency  to  shy  away 
from  limelight  and  her  suspi¬ 
cion  of  the  local  media.  In  re¬ 
cent  times,  however,  she  has 
tried  to  reverse  that  image. 

Still,  without  a  substantial 
campaign  treasure.  Walker 
could  be  defeated  in  Novem¬ 
ber.  And  we  would  all  be  the 
poorer. 

DORIS  WARD 

Of  the  two  blacks  on  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  Ward 
comes  far  closer  to  represent¬ 
ing  minority  concerns.  But 
then.  Ward  was  originally 
elected  to  the  board  from 
District  7,  which  included 
Bayview-Hunter’s  Point  and 
the  Third  Street  corridor.  She 
has  had  a  hard  time  carrying

out  her  role  as  a  supervisor, 
since  she  also  holds  down  a 
job  as  a  San  Mateo  school 
administrator.  That's  proba¬ 
bly  the  reason  for  Ward’s 
low  rating  on  our  poll  for 
devotion  of  extra  time  to  the 
job.  But  Ward  has  also  fum¬ 
bled  important  opportunities 
to  turn  that  image  around:  a 
Planning  Housing  and 
Development  Committee 
hearing  on  rent  control  was 
held  up  to  allow  her  to 
attend— but  she  never 
showed  up. 

Ward’s  vote  is,  with 
Silver’s,  one  of  the  two  swing 
progressive  votes.  On  our 
vote  tabulation,  Ward  scored 
69%  to  put  her  in  fourth 
place.  Silver  and  Ward  voted 
in  close  accord;  when  one 
differed  from  the  position 
held  by  Britt  and  Walker,  the 
other  was  likely  to  do  so  as 
well.  Ward  differed  from 
Silver  only  in  supporting  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  on 
YBC. 

Ward's  is  one  of  two 
important  progressive  votes 
on  the  board  that  may  be 
imperiled  in  the  November 
1982  election.  Ward  is 
probably  in  better  shape  than 
Walker  since  she  is  close  to 
Assembly  Speaker  Willie 
Brown,  a  solid  source  of 
campaign  contributions.  As 
a  black  district-elected 
supervisor  in  a  citywide  race, 
though,  Ward  will  have  to  do 
some  work  to  guarantee 
continued  tenure  on  the 
board. 

WHO  CALLS  THE 
SHOTS? 

Among  the  many  legacies 
of  the  complex  political  his¬ 
tory  of  the  Board  of  Supervi¬ 
sors  in  recent  decades  is  a  cur¬ 
rent  membership  drawn  from 
starkly  different  backgrounds 
and  with  very  different  poli¬ 
tical  histories. 

The  two  senior  members 
of  the  board,  Kopp  and  Mo- 
linari,  have  served  as  super¬ 
visors  for  almost  ten  years 
each.  They  are,  for  their  rel¬ 
atively  young  ages,  the  board’s 
grand  old  men,  for  whom  no 
issue  is  new  any  more.  There 
is  by  now  a  longstanding  ri¬ 
valry  between  the  two,  one 
that  is  exacerbated  by  their 
strikingly  different  sytles. 

Then  there  are  the  old-style 
supervisors:  Lee  Dolson,  ori¬ 
ginally  a  supervisor  in  1979, 
an  elected  official  who  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  little  feeling  for 
the  changes  in  urban  life 
wrought  by  recent  decades, 


and  Wendy  Nelder,  elected 
as  her  father’s  daughter,  car¬ 
rying  out  the  traditions  and 
for  much  of  her  tenure  to  date 
the  political  positions  of  Sup. 
Al  Nelder. 

In  1 978  came  district  elec¬ 
tions,  and  a  new,  younger, 
more  diverse  breed  of  com¬ 
munity-based  politician:  El¬ 
la  Hill  Hutch,  Gordon  Lau, 
Ed  Lawson,  Harvey  Milk, 
Carol  Ruth  Silver,  Nancy 
Walker  and  Doris  Ward.  Lau 
and  Lawson  were  both  defeat¬ 
ed  when  they  had  to  run  at- 
large.  Hutch  died  in  office  in 
1981,  to  be  replaced  by  a 
Feinstein  appointee.  Milk  was 
murdered  by  former  Sup.  Dan 
White,  and  Feinstein  appoint¬ 
ed  Harry  Britt  to  his  seat.  Of 
the  district-elected  supervi¬ 
sors,  then,  Britt,  Silver,  Wal- 
kerand  Ward  remain. 

With  the  murder  of  Mayor 
George  Moscone,  also  by 
White,  board  President  Di¬ 
anne  Feinstein  became  May¬ 
or  Feinstein.  To  fill  her  seat, 
Feinstein  appointed  Louise 
Renne.  To  fill  Hutch’s  seat, 
she  appointed  Willie  Ken¬ 
nedy,  These  two  are  the  may¬ 
or's  staunchest  supporters  and 
most  dependable  votes  on  the 
board.  Neither  has  a  political 
base  of  her  own;  both  are  be¬ 
holden  to  the  mayor  who  ap¬ 
pointed  them. 

Dick  Hongisto  is  an  old 
San  F rancisco  figure  but  a  new 
member  of  the  Board.  He  was 
elected  in  the  first  post-dis¬ 
trict  elections  at-large  elec¬ 
tion,  largely  on  name  recog¬ 
nition  and  his  seven-year  rec¬ 
ord  as  sheriff.  He  also  is  an 
elected  official  without  a  well- 
defined  base. 

Politically,  the  board  tends 
to  divide  up  into  three  group¬ 
ings  clearly  situated  along 
the  political  spectrum,  plus 
a  fourth  group  of  floaters.  On 
the  left,  the  neighborhood  ad¬ 
vocates  are  Britt  and  Walker. 
On  the  right,  espousing  fis¬ 
cal  conservatism  and  indivi¬ 
dual  rights,  are  Kopp,  Dol¬ 
son  and  Nelder.  In  the  cen¬ 
ter,  following  the  mayor’s 
lead,  are  Molinari,  Renne  and 
Kennedy. 

Three  superv  isors  shift  their 
votes  from  bloc  to  bloc.  Both 
Silver  and  Ward  voted  with 
Kopp  on  about  one-quarter 
of  our  26  key  votes,  but  each 
voted  with  Renne  (represen¬ 
tative  of  the  center)  and  Wal¬ 
ker  (representative  of  the  pro¬ 
gressives)  roughly  three- 
fourths  of  the  time.  Hongisto 
voted  with  Renne  on  almost 
con  tinued  page  27

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WINE  TASTING,  PART  2 

ORGANIZING 
A  TASTING

The  Bay  Area  is  wine-crazy.  People 
seek  out  good  wines  for  their  meals,  picnics 
and  social  events.  Restaurants  offer  ever 
wider  selections.  We  are  surrounded  by 
some  of  the  world’s  premium  wine-grow¬ 
ing  areas,  and  good  wineries  continue  to  open. 

The  best  way  to  learn  more  about  wine  is  a  struc¬ 
tured  tasting.  When  all  the  hoopla,  snobbery  and 
terminology  associated  with  winetasting  is  stripped 
away,  it  remains  an  interesting  and  enjoyable  expe¬ 
rience.  In  a  shared  tasting  one  can  concentrate  on, 
compare  and  learn  about  far  more  wines  than  most 
individuals  can  afford  to  sample  alone.  Here’s  how 
it’s  done: 

STEP  ONE:  Find  a  well-lit  room  where  eight  to  14 
people  can  sit  around  a  table.  Arrange  for  the  loan  or 
rental  of  standard  six  or  eight  oz.  tulip-shaped  wine 
glasses  through  a  wine,  liquor  or  party  goods  store.  Or 
each  person  can  bring  enough  of  the  same  style  glasses 
to  allow  one  for  each  wine  to  be  served. 

Concentrate  on  a  single  style  or  variety  of  wine,  for 
example.  Cabernet  Sauvignon  or  Zinfandel  for  red  or 
Sauvignon  Blanc  or  Riesling  for  white.  Resist  the 
temptation  to  line  the  bottles  up:  four  to  six  wines  of  a 
given  type  will  be  sufficient.  Consult  with  a  wine  mer¬ 
chant  on  which  wines  would  make  a  good  tasting. 

STEP  TWO:  The  tasters  will  need  a  score  sheet,  which 
can  be  easily  designed  and  photocopied.  Leave  a  small 
space  at  the  top  of  the  sheet  for  the  date,  taster’s  name 
and  the  wine  variety  being  tasted.  Below  this  list  the 
rating  you  intend  to  use  in  the  tasting.  Most  com¬ 
monly  used  systems  are  based  on  a  20- point  scale, 
with  twenty  points  awarded  for  a  “perfect”  wine,  18- 
20  considered  outstanding,  15-17  very  good,  12-14

PEANUT  BUTTER: 
HIGH  PROTEIN  FOR  A 
LOW  ECONOMY

ention  the  name  “Peanut  But¬ 
ter  Grandma”  to  a  food  manu¬ 
facturer  and  you’ll  witness  the 
kind  of  cringing  usually  re¬ 
served  for  a  Sam  Peckinpah  movie. 

The  sobriquet  belongs  to  tough-minded  consumer 
activist  Ruth  Desmond.  Her  bitter  confrontation  with 
the  peanut  butter  industry  began  in  1959,  when  it  was 
disclosed  that  Procter  &  Gamble’s  Jiff  contained  only 
75%  peanuts,  the  remainder  being  hydrogenated  fats 
and  oil,  sugar  and — a  well-guarded  secret  at  the  time 
—  artificial  butter  flavoring. 

To  a  nation  that  consumed  nearly  half  a.  billion 
pounds  of  peanut  butter  annually,  this  desecration 
was  akin  to  defacing  the  flag.  Desmond,  who  branded 
the  product  “peanut-flavored  face  cream,”  waged  an 
1 1-year  battle  to  improve  food  standards,  taking  on 
top  corporate  lawyers  and  a  surprise  witness  from  the 
Harvard  School  of  Nutrition,  who  argued  that  the 
food  value  of  peanut-butter  had  not  been  affected.

justice,  peanut  butter  is  melted  over  hot  toast,  heaped 
over  bananas,  spread  across  white  balloon  bread,  fold¬ 
ed  into  cookie  batter  or  eaten  straight  from  the  jar.  Our 
national  passion  for  this  thick  nut  paste  that  four  out  of 
five  families  keep  on  hand  is  matched  only  in  Canada 
and  Holland.  However,  although  one  food  historian 
calls  it  “that  unequivocally  American  invention,”  pea¬ 
nut  butter  was  not  born  on  U.S.  soil,  contrary  to  the 
chauvinistic  rumor  that  a  St.  Louis  physician  made  the 
world’s  first  batch  in  1 890.  The  good  doctor,  trying  to 
develop  a  digestible,  high-protein  food  for  his  patients, 
reportedly  ran  a  handful  of  raw  peanuts  through  his 
kitchen  grinder,  added  a  pinch  of  salt  and  beheld 
peanut  butter.  His  “discovery”  became  an  overnight 
sensation  with  grocers  scooping  the  nutty  spread  by 
the  pound  from  huge  tubs  to  their  seemingly  insatiable 
customers. 

But  peanut  butter  had  long  before  been  savored  in 
other  parts  of  the  world.  For  hundreds  of  years,  Per¬ 
uvian  Indians  had  been  grinding  peanuts  (which  are 
native  to  South  America)  into  a  thick  paste  sweetened 
with  honey  and  cocoa.  And  in  Indonesia  and  Africa, 
where  the  legume  was  introduced  by  Spanish  and 
Portuguese  explorers  long  before  it  reached  our  shores 
aboard  African  slave  ships,  it  is  doubtful  that  natives 
sat,  peanuts  and  pestles  in  hand,  waiting  for  a  signal 
from  St.  Louis.

NUTRITIONAL  NUT  SPREAD 

What  is  important  about  peanut  butter  is  not  who 
can  lay  claim  to  patent  rights  on  it,  but  that  it  is  one  of 
the  best  low-cost  protein  sources.  In  combination  with 
milk,  seeds  or  grains  such  as  wheat  or  rice,  it  can 
supply  most  of  the  amino  acids  essential  for  a  balanced 
diet.  Peanuts  themselves  yield  reasonable  amounts  of 
B  vitamins  as  well  as  iron,  magnesium  and  phosphorus. 
Moreover,  their  fat  content  is  mostly  polyunsaturated. 
The  hitch  is  that  2  tablespoons  (barely  large  enough  to 
cover  one  slice  of  bread)  contain  about  290  calories. 

Though  peanut  butter  now  gets  short  shrift  in  this 
country’s  culinary  repertoire,  it  wasn’t  always  so.  A 
rich  bisque  fashioned  from  peanut  butter,  chicken 
stock  and  thick  cream  was  one  of  the  hallmarks  of  the 
colonial  kitchen  and  a  nutty-flavored  cream  sauce  was 
relished  by  soul-food  fans  as  an  embellishment  for 
steamed  cauliflower  or  cabbage.  But  no  one  acknowl¬ 
edged  its  culinary  potential  better  than  the  affluent 
hunter  who  wrote  after  an  excursion  in  the  Carolina 
mountains,  “The  fillip  of  peanut  butter  spread  over 
barbecued  fresh  green  com  is  a  touch  of  genius.” 

Perhaps  the  most  novel  use  was  devised  by  Senator 
Barry  Goldwater,  who  once  removed  his  five  o’clock 
shadow  with  a  sharp  razor  and  a  peanut-butter  lather. 
“If  you  don’t  mind  smelling  like  a  peanut  for  a  few 
days,”  he  admonished,  “it’s  a  damn  good  shaving 
lotion.” 

With  a  peanut  shortage  upon  us,  peanut  butter  may 
become  a  rare  and  expensive  delicacy,  so  it  would  be  a 
shame  to  blow  the  remains  of  your  peanut-butter 
stash  on  a  lowly  sandwich.  Herewith,  a  savory  recipe 
that  will  enable  you  to  go  out  with  style. 


MAFFE: 

his  robust  Senegalese 
chicken  stew  with  a 
gingery  peanut  sauce 
will  use  up  leftovers:  those 
few  wedges  of  cabbage,  the 
two  carrots  left  in  the  bag 
and  the  lone  sweet  potato. 
Like  most  African  dishes,  it 


is  a  meal  in  itself,  though 
cubes  of  fresh  pineapple  and 
sliced  tomatoes  with  thin 
circles  of  raw  onion  make 
fine  accompaniments.

small  mixing  bowl 
blender  or  mixing  bowl 
large  heated  platter 

Wash  the  chicken  and  pat 
it  dry.  Place  it  in  the  pot  and 
add  just  enough  water  to 
cover.  Bring  the  water  to  a 
boil  and  skim  the  surface  un¬ 
til  the  liquid  is  clear.  Add 
the  salt,  pepper,  ginger  and 
chilies  or  cayenne.  Boil  gent¬ 
ly  until  the  chicken  is  just 
tender— about  30  minutes. 
With  the  tongs,  remove  the 
chicken  and  set  it  aside. 

Place  the  sweet  potato  and 
carrots  in  the  pot.  Return 
the  water  to  a  slow  boil  and 


cook  until  the  vegetables  are 
almost  tender.  Reduce  the 
heat  to  low.  Add  the  okra, 
cabbage  and  leeks.  Simmer 
a  few  minutes. 

Remove  the  pot  from  the 
stove  and  strain  the  liquid 
into  the  mixing  bowl.  Re¬ 
move  the  vegetables  from 
the  pot  and  combine  them 
with  the  reserved  chicken. 
Measure  out  2  cups  of  the 
liquid  and  place  it  with  the 
peanut  butter  in  the  blender. 
Blend  until  smooth  and  pour 
back  into  the  pot.  Return  the 
pot  to  the  stove  over  medium 


temperature  and  heat  until 
warmed  through,  stirring 
frequently.  The  sauce  should 
have  the  consistency  of  cream 
soup.  If  it  is  too  thick,  thin 
it  out  with  some  of  the  stock 
left  in  the  bowl.  (Any  re¬ 
maining  liquid  should  be 
covered  and  stored  in  the  re¬ 
frigerator  for  other  cooking 
purposes.)  If  the  mixture  is 
watery,  return  it  to  the 
blender  and  liquefy  it  with 
an  additional  V*  cup  of  pea¬ 
nut  butter.  Taste  and  adjust 
the  seasonings  before  return¬ 
ing  the  chicken  and  vegeta¬ 


bles  to  the  pot.  Simmer  10 
minutes,  stirring  occasionally. 

To  serve,  make  a  mound 
of  the  hot  rice  in  the  center 
of  the  heated  platter.  Sur¬ 
round  it  with  chicken,  vege¬ 
tables  and  sauce.  Garnish 
the  meat  with  roasted  pea¬ 
nuts.  Serve  immediately.  ■

good,  10-11  below  average  and  under  10  junk.  Here’s 
our  suggestion  on  how  to  allocate  the  points  (see  our 
February  17,  1982  column  for  a  full  explanation  of 
terms  and  a  discussion  of  “tasting”  a  wine): 


•  Appearance  (color,  depth,  clarity,  viscosity): 

0-1  pt. 

•  Smell  (general  appeal,  fruit  aroma,  bouquet): 

0-2  pts. 

•  Flavor  (fruit  and  taste  sensations  in  the  mouth): 
0-2  pts. 

•  Body  (tannin,  fruit,  alcohol  level,  acid):  0-5  pts. 

•  Overall  (dryness,  finish,  balance):  0-6  pts. 


Below  this  divide  the  score  sheet  into  six  columns: 
one  for  each  wine’s  name  and  price,  a  large  one  for 
comments  and  four  small  columns  for  the  taster’s 
rating  points  for  each  wine,  personal  ranking,  group 
points  and  final  group  rating.  Divide  the  page  by  hori¬ 
zontal  lines  so  there’s  a  space  for  each  wine.  Label 
these  spaces  A,  B,  C,  etc.

STEP  THREE:  It  is  a  pleasant  custom  to  serve  a  wine 
before  the  main  tasting.  This  helps  to  break  the  ice 
while  people  drift  in  and  clears  the  palate  of  the  tastes 
from  dinner. 

Cover  the  table  with  a  white  sheet  or  tablecloth  to 
provide  a  neutral  background  for  judging  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  wines.  One  person  should  put  all  the  bottles 
in  brown  bags  and  another  should  then  randomly  label 
them  A,  B,  C,  etc.  This  ensures  that  the  tasting  will  be 
“blind”  (that  nobody's  preconceptions  about  a  wine  or 
winemaker  will  determine  his  or  her  rating) . 

French  bread  and  water  should  be  available  for 
those  who’d  like  to  clear  their  palates  during  the 
tasting.  There  should  be  no  smoking  and  people 
should  be  discouraged  from  wearing  perfumes,  co¬ 
lognes  and  other  scents  that  might  interfere. 

STEP  FOUR:  Everybody  should  come  to  the  table 
and  mark  their  glasses  A,  B,  C,  etc.,  with  a  crayon  or 
china  marker. 

Now  the  ritual  itself  begins:  the  eyeballing,  the 
sniffing,  the  sipping  and  the -gurgling.  At  each  step, 
make  comments  in  the  space  provided  on  the  sheet.  (If 
you  wait,  you  are  bound  to  forget  some  of  your 
impressions.)  Don’t  be  intimidated  by  what  you  think 
you  should  say,  but  do  use  your  imagination.  Each 
person  will  have  different  perceptions,  associations, 
thoughts  and  conclusions  about  the  wines. 

Begin  by  looking  at  all  of  the  wines  and  rating  their 
appearance.  Next,  sniff  them  all.  Swirl  the  wine  in  the 
-glass  and  deeply  inhale  the  scents.  Finally,  taste  each 
winer  Swish  it  around  in  your  mouth,  noting  how  it 
feels,  what  it  tastes  like  and  whether  the  flavors  are 
lingering  and  pleasant. 

The  one  protocol  that  is  important  during  the  main 
part  of  the  tasting  is  that  people  not  talk  about  the 
wines  or  look  at  others’  score  sheets. 

STEP  FIVE:  Each  person  should  rank  the  wines  from 
first  (number  one)  to  last.  No  ties  are  allowed!  One 
person  should  then  collect  the  tasting  sheets  and  total 
up  the  points  (a  wine  ranked  first  will  have  received 
one  point,  second  two  points,  and  so  on).  Although 
the  most  highly  favored  wine  will  have  the  lowest 
number  of  points,  there  can’t  be  any  absolute  winners 
and  losers  since  each  taster  will  have  his  or  her  own 
taste  and  opinions  of  the  wines. 

STEP  SIX:  Now,  everybody  gets  a  chance  to  offer 
their  opinions  on  the  wines.  Discuss  them  from  least- 
favored  to  most,  making  sure  to  call  on  one  person 
who  rated  a  wine  low  and  one  who  rated  it  high  to 
offer  comments  but  allowing  anybody  else  to  chime 
in.  This  discussion  can  be  extremely  enlightening.  It’s 
also  a  useful  reminder  of  how  large  a  role  personal 
preference  plays.  After  each  wine  has  been  discussed, 
unwrap  it  to  reveal  to  the  assembled  tasters  the  wine 
they’ve  evaluated. 

STEP  SEVEN:  Serve  the  “dessert”  wine  (a  wine  other 
than  one  of  those  you’ve  tasted)  and  continue  the 
evening’s  pleasantries. 

RECOMMENDED  BUY:  Supplies  of  the  1978 
Cotes  du  Rhone  (Guigal)  are  growing  short  in  the  Bay 
.Area,"  and  the  importer  reports  that  no  more  will  be 
available.  This  is  a  very  nice  Rhone— full-bodied,  rich 
and  spicy—  that  goes  well  with  red  meats  and  particu¬ 
larly  with  lamb.  At  a  price  tag  of  about  $6,  it’s  a  good 
buy,  and  worth  stocking  up  on.

Directed  by  Louise  Carre,  at  the  Pacific  Film  Archive, 
Berk.,  7  pm  .  Fri„  March  12. 

/’m  Dancing  as  Fast  as  I  Can  crams  everything 
into  its  two  hours — drug  abuse,  alcoholism, 
wife-battering,  psychiatric  neglect,  sexism  on 
the  job,  terminal  cancer  .  .  .  you  name  it.  The 
movie’s  exhaustive —  and  exhausting. 

Jill  Clayburgh  stars  as  30-ish  Barbara  Gordon,  a 
filmmaker  working  on  a  documentary  about  the  final 
days  of  a  cancer- afflicted  poet.  Battling  to  hold  her  own 
in  the  fast-paced  world  of  public  broadcasting,  Gordon 
gulps  down  America’s  drug  of  choice.  Valium.  A  true 
addict,  she  keeps  caches  of  the  little  blue  pills  stashed  all 
over  her  house  and  office,  pinned  into  little  triangles  of 
Saran  wrap  attached  to  her  clothes,  tucked  into  her 
shoes  and  hidden  behind  the  dishes  in  her  kitchen  cab¬ 
inets.  Gordon  functions  courtesy  of  Valium  and  Hoff¬ 


mann-LaRoche,  and  when  she  decides  one  day  to  end 
the  relationship  and  to  flush  the  pills  down  the  toilet, 
her  world  falls  to  pieces. 

The  movie’s  based  on  life,  yet  feels  20  times  larger;  so 
much  goes  on,  with  issue  after  issue  assayed,  that  Fm 
Darning  slips  into  melodrama.  Gordon’s  lover  Derek 
(Nicol  Williamson,  fresh  from  battling  snakes  in  Ven¬ 
om)  holds  it  against  her  that  she’s  more  successful  than 
he  is.  In  retaliation,  when  the  horrors  of  Valium  with¬ 
drawal  set  in  he  beats  her  and  holds  her  prisoner  in  their 
home. 

In  Fm  Dancing’s  schema,  Derek  is  no  anomaly—  all 
the  movie’s  primary  males  are  monstrous.  Gordon’s 
supercilious  psychiatrist  talks  down  to  her  as  he  scrib¬ 
bles  another  prescription,  her  male  bosses  tell  her  she 
has  no  talent  and  try  to  replace  her  with  a  (mean- 
spirited,  callous)  male.  Gordon  is  a  warrior  battling 
men  at  every  turn. 

Salvation  for  women,  the  movie  indicates,  can  come 
only  through  other  women.  A  female  therapist  is 
brought  in  for  Gordon,  and,  like  the  female  therapist  of 
another  movie  on  women  and  craziness,  /  Never 
Promised  You  a  Rose  Garden ,  she’s  a  perfectly  realized 
fantasy:  severe  yet  compassionate,  authoritative  yet  af¬ 
fectionate,  a  suitable  guide  through  the  Hades  of  the 
masculine  world.  As  in  Rose  Garden,  the  problems  of  a 
lifetime  are  resolved  in  a  few  simple  sessions  and  Clay¬ 
burgh  is  cured,  free  to  complete  her  film. 

Clayburgh ’s  performance  is  full-throttle,  compel- 
lingly  free  from  self-consciousness  (this  may  be  the  first 
movie  in  which  she  isn’t  entirely  lovable),  yet  by  the 
halfway  mark  the  movie  itself  is  no  longer  compelling. 
You  can  see  the  track  Fm  Dancing  is  traveling  on,  and 


it’s  just  a  matter  of  time,  of  watching  its  star  twitch  and 
shriek  and  curl  up  in  bed,  before  it  and  she  reach  their 
destinations.

From  Fri/12  through  Thurs/18,  Berkeley’s  Pacific 
Film  Archive  presents  “A  Perspective  of  Quebec 
Cinema,”  featuring  ten  recent  films.  Unfortunately, 
one  half  of  Friday’s  billing  is  slow  and  rather  dull.  It 
Can’t  Be  Winter,  We  Haven’t  Flad  Summer  Yet  begins 
promisingly  at  the  funeral  of  a  middle-aged  man  as  his 
widow  stands  beside  the  grave  and  considers  her  future. 
However,  director  Louise  Carre  contradicts  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  her  subject  by  spinning  a  fantasy  around  it. 
Everything  works  out  for  the  heroine  in  record  time  as 
she  finds  herself,  love,  and  even  a  new,  more  youthful- 
looking  hairdo,  all  with  a  minimum  of  fuss,  while  the 
issues  of  money  and  work,  raised  earlier  in  the  film,  are 
quickly  forgotten.  Summer/ Winter  is  paired  with 
Micheline  Lanctot’s  The  Handyman,  an  award-win¬ 
ning  film  which  is  reputedly  excellent.  H

Quest  for  Fire 

It's  80,000  B.C.  and  You  Are 
There!  Jean-Jacques  Annaud 
literally  puts  you  in  this  entirely 
plausible  picture  as  the  pre¬ 
historic  Ulam  tribe  keeps  the 
home  tires  burning.  It  has  to, 
for  fire  is  life,  so  three  of  them 
get  very  hot  under  their  non-ex¬ 
istent  collars  when  their  hairy 
neighbors,  the  cannibalistic 
Kzamm,  get  all  fired  up  and  try 
to  steal  it.  When  they're  not  fight¬ 
ing,  the  Ulam's  social  life  in¬ 
cludes  eating  each  other's  lice, 
grunting,  canine-type  sex  and 
sniffing  the  air  for  scent  of  the 
enemy.  By  film's  end  they’ve 
learned  to  laugh,  cry  and  love 
after  ene  of  them  rescues  a 
prospective  female  dinner  from 
another  cannibalistic  tribe  and 
decides  the  lady's  not  for  burn¬ 
ing.  All  this  is  most  convincingly 
achieved  without  a  compre¬ 
hensible  word  or  anyone  you'd 
ever  want  remotely  to  meet  on 
a  blind  date,  but  with  such  ac¬ 
complished  body  English  and 
expression  its  meaning  is  always 
clear  and  often  funny.  Too  sav¬ 
age  for  the  small  fry,  ft  should 
certainly  give  the  rest  of  us  a 
warm  feeling  or  two.  (Opens 
March  1 2;  Coronet,  SF) 

David 

The  first  half  of  German-Jew- 
ish  director  Peter  Lilienthal's 
semi-autobiographical  version 
of  the  Holocaust  is  beautifully 
filmed,  impressive  in  its  air  of 
authenticity  and  its  scaled-down- 
to-one-family  approach.  Shot 
with  a  wealth  of  detail,  it  takes 
David  (non-professional  Mario 
Fischel)  from  1933  village  school 
persecution  to  1938  Berlin, 
where  his  rabbi  father  and  gen¬ 
tle  mother  try  to  ignore  the  ever- 
mounting  anti-Semitism.  Care¬ 
ful  not  to  show  the  actual  hor¬ 
rors,  only  their  consequences, 
the  film  has  David's  father  re¬ 
turn  from  a  Gestapo  interroga¬ 
tion  with  a  swastika  branded  on 
his  bald  head.  Shortly  after  this 
both  parents  disappear  into  the

camps,  and  so  does  much  of 
the  film's  impact.  For  no  ap¬ 
parent  reason  the  careful  chron¬ 
icling  and  detailing  are  replaced 
by  inexplicable  informational 
.  gaps,  meaningless  scenes  and 
a  faltering  narration  that  turn 
what  began  as  an  engrossing, 
deeply  moving  tale  into  a  far 
less  touching  one  of  simple  sur¬ 
vival.  (Opens  March  1 2;  Surf,  SF) 

I’m  Dancing  as  Fast  as  I  Can 

There's  nothing  wrong  with 
award-winning  TV  documen¬ 
tary-maker  Jill  Clayburgh  that 
daily  mega-doses  of  Valium  and 
ten  years  of  psychiatry  can’t 
cure.  She  thinks.  Anyway,  she's 
just  finished  a  film  on  terminal 
cancer  patient  Geraldine  Page 
which  must  be  released  before 
Page's  death  or  there  go  the 
commercials.  When  Page  sees 
the  film  she  hates  it,  calling  It 
"sanitized,"  and  that's  the  oper¬ 
ative  word  in  this  whole  movie. 
What  is  meant  to  be  a  study  of 
insecurity  supported  by  science 
to  the  point  of  insanity  touches 
on  all  the  trappings  but  none  of 
the  substance,  so  that  when 
Page's  rejection  jolts  Clayburgh 
into  cold  turkey  withdrawal  in¬ 
cluding  the  psychiatrist,  a  couple 
of  convulsions,  shaking  hands 
and  heavy  circles  under  the  eyes 
just  aren't  enough  to  be  con¬ 
vincing.  Nicol  Williamson  as  her 
supposedly  supportive  but  sad¬ 
istic  boyfriend  is  just  as  super¬ 
ficially  drawn  and  both  are  en¬ 
tirely  unsympathetic,  so  it's  up 
to  Page  to  prove — which  she 
does — she's  the  only  one  who 
can  dance  at  all.  (Opens  March 
12;  Regency  1,SF) 

Passioned’Amore 

Is  being  an  ugly  woman  worse 
than  being  an  ugly  man?  Ettore 
Scola  makes  the  obvious  an¬ 
swer  stunningly  and  abundantly 
clear  in  his  set-between-wars- 
in-1 862-ltaly  film.  All  that  sol¬ 
diers  can  do  now  is  train  new 
recruits,  and  when  handsome 
cavalry  hero  Bernard  Giraudeau 


is  sent  to  a  border  garrison,  life 
is  boredom  incarnate.  He  writes 
daily  to  the  beautiful  married 
woman  hejoves,  Laura  Anton- 
elli,  then  learns  his  colonel  has 
a  29-year-old  seldom-seen  cou- 
sin(Valeria  D’Obici)  who  suffers 
from  many  diseases.  When  she 
finally  appears  he  is  appalled 
by  her  death's-head  appearance, 
but  she  has  not  only  been  watch¬ 
ing  him.  she's  fallen  madly  in 
love  with  him  and  is  relentless 
in  his  pursuit.  He  devises  ways 
to  avoid  her  until  Jean-Louis 
Trintignant  tells  him  that  with¬ 
out  his  attentions  she  will  die. 
What  he  does  and  how  it  affects 
his  life  is  told  in  harrowing 
and  pitifully  poignant  terms  that 
make  the  film  a  tour  de  force 
for  D'Obici  and  Scola's  final 
comment  cynical  in  the  ex¬ 
treme.  (Four  Star,  SF) 

Evil  Under  the  Sun 

That  spinning  sound  you  hear  is 
Agatha  Christie  in  her  grave.  Oh, 
her  formula's  intact  all  right:  the 
murder  committed  at  some  se¬ 
cluded  spot  where  Hercule  Poi¬ 
rot  happens  to  be;  ten  suspects, 
all  with  good  reason  to  have 
committed  the  crime;  the  usual 
slew  of  red  herrings;  and  Poi¬ 
rot's  final  masterly  summation 
in  the  drawing  room  or  where- 
ever  and  unmasking  of  the  mur¬ 
derer.  But  director  Guy  Hamil¬ 
ton  has  let  the  likes  of  James 
Mason  and  even  Peter  Ustinov 
as  the  finger-waved  and  aspirate- 
problemed  Poirot  walk  through 
their  parts,  and  Roddy  McDow- 
all’s  and  Sylvia  Miles'  lines  are 
deader  than  the  corpse.  Speak¬ 
ing  of  which,  what  an  error  of 
judgment  to  make  Diana  Rigg 
the  victim — she’s  the  best  thing 
in  the  movie.  Her  hilariously 
bitchy  exchanges  with  Maggie 
Smith,  the  all-Cole  Porter  time¬ 
setting  score  and  the  outlandish 
costumes  are  the  main  reasons 
to  see  it.  Actually,  it  is  enter¬ 
taining  at  times — just  don't  call 
it  Christie.  (Opens  March  12;  Roy¬ 
al,  SF) 

Deadly  Force  and 
Hurry  Tomorrow 

"On  the  morning  of  Aug.  4, 
1977,  Sgt.  G.  Kurt  Barz  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Police  Dept,  con¬ 
fronted  Ron  Burkholder,  a  nak¬ 


ed,  unarmed  man  on  an  L.A. 
street  corner.  Within  minutes, 
Burkholderwas  lying  dead,  shot 
six  times  by  Sgt.  Barz."  From 
that  statement,  prize-winning 
filmmaker  Richard  Cohen  has 
developed  Deadly  Force,  an 
extraordinarily  concise,  objec¬ 
tive  one-hour  documentary  of 
shocking  impact.  It  touches  on 
the  erroneous  reports  that  re¬ 
sult  in  the  shooting  of  unarmed 
citizens;  the  honor  among  cops 
that  can  be  justice's  undoing; 
the  discrepancies  between  po¬ 
lice  reports  and  witnesses' 
statements;  Barz  invoking  the 
Fifth  Amendment;  the  impotence 
of  the  D.A.;  and  other  cases  in 
which  the  details  were  withheld 
—  this  just  for  starters,  inter¬ 
spersed  with  personal  back¬ 
ground  material.  It  raises  so 
many  justice-gone-wrong  ques¬ 
tions  and  their  blatantly  unjust 
answers  that  no  one  can  watch 
this  probing  presentation  with¬ 
out  being  deeply  distu  rbed. 

"Snake  pit"  may  still  come  to 
mind  as  the  all-inclusive  term  ap¬ 
plied  to  mental  institutions,  but 
today's  treatment  has  apparent¬ 
ly  taken  a  different  turn.  The  an¬ 
swer  to  every  problem,  as  shown 
in  Hurry  Tomorrow,  a  1  '/2-hour 
horrifying  Cohen  study,  is  body- 
and  mind-numbing  drugs,  usu¬ 
ally  administered  by  massive 
injections.  Filmed  over  a  six- 
week  period  in  a  locked  ward 
at  L.A.'s  Metropolitan  State 
Hospital,  the  documentary  lets 
the  patients  speak  for  them¬ 
selves,  with  mind-boggling  ef¬ 
fect.  Equally  interesting  is  Dow 
Chemical's  contribution  — 
seems  they’re  out  of  napalm 
nowand  into  drugs  ("the  health 
business").  The  most  ironic  note 
is  struck  when  the  self-pro¬ 
claimed  satanic-type  resident 
psychiatrist  states,  "The  peo¬ 
ple  inside  are  no  crazier  than 
the  people  outside,"  and  most¬ 
ly  stands  as  his  own  case  in 
point.  The  impact  of  this  film 
may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that 
the  hospital  staff  tried  unsuc¬ 
cessfully  to  have  it  banned  when 
it  was  released  in  1975.  Audi¬ 
ences  will  well  understand  why. 
(The  double  bill  will  be  screened 
March/14  at  10:30  am  at  the 
Surf  Theatre,  SF.$3.)  ■ 


Labels  like  “New  Wave”  were  originally 
coined  to  help  differentiate  the  new  rock 
groups  of  1976-78  from  the  established 
mainstream  bands,  aka  the  “boring  old 
farts.”  For  some  new  groups,  the  differ¬ 
ence  was  speed,  a  reassertion  of  rock  &  roll’s  primal 
energy.  For  others,  it  was  a  matter  of  style  (short  hair, 
stark,  usually  black  and  white,  clothing)  and  attitude 
(heavy  on  the  cynicism).  The  term  was  also  used  to 
distinguish  new  bands  following  in  the  somewhat  arty 
footsteps  of  the  Velvet  Underground  or  Roxy  Music 
from  the  elemental  punk  bands  who  reprised  the  thrash¬ 
ing  power  chords  and  blistering  pace  of  the  early  Who 
and  Kinks. 

More  often  than  not,  however,  the  label  tended  to 
obscure  real  musical  differences  between  groups,  and  by 
now  it  has  become  unwieldly  to  the  point  of  uselessness, 
lumping  together  bands  having  virtually  nothing  in 
common.  Even  though  Nick  Lowe  toiled  in  British 
rock  bands  since  the  mid-’60s,  most  notably  with 
Brinsley  Schwarz,  he  has  become  known  as  a  New 
Waver.  This  is  more  a  recognition  of  Lowe’s  co-found¬ 
ing  Stiff  Records  in  1976  and  his  role  as  producer  of 
such  new  bands  as  the  Damned,  the  Pretenders  and 
Elvis  Costello  &  the  Attractions  than  a  description  of 
his  own  style,  which  runs  towards  a  poppy,  Beatle-ish 
flair  for  engaging  melodicism  and  a  thoughtful  rework¬ 
ing  of  R&B  and  rockabilly. 

At  the  Cow  Palace  Saturday  evening,  Lowe  was 
performing  here  for  the  first  time  since  Rockpile,  his  old 
group  with  guitarist  Dave  Edmunds,  broke  up  a  year 
ago.  Wearing  a  heretical  flannel  shirt  and  longish  gray¬ 
ing  hair  and  bantering  easily  with  the  huge  crowd, 
Lowe  presented  a  marked  contrast  to  most  New  Wave 
performers.  Backed  by  a  fine  supporting  band,  includ¬ 
ing  ex-Squeeze  keyboardist  Paul  Carrack  and  former 
Graham  Parker  &  the  Rumour  guitarist  Martin  Bel¬ 
mont,  Lowe  raced  through  the  12-song  set  in  a  mere 
45  minutes.  He  ranged  from  hard-hitting  rockers 
(“Stick  It  Where  the  Sun  Don’t  Shine,”  “They  Call  It 
Rock,”  “Heart  of  the  City”)  to  hook-filled  love  songs 
(“Cruel  to  be  Kind,”  “My  Heart  Hurts”).  The  set  was 
drawn  primarily  from  his  three  solo  albums,  Pure  Pop 
For  Now  People,  Labour  of  Lust  and  the  new  Nick 
the  Knife. 

Lowe’s  warm,  relaxed  demeanor  and  humorous, 
craftsmanlike  songwriting  clashed  with  the  cold  aloof¬ 
ness  of  .the  Cars.  Built  on  the  anti-romantic  songs  of 
black  leather-clad  singer/guitarist  Ric  Ocasek  (who, 
continued  next  page 
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continued  from  previous  page 

like  Lowe,  is  on  the  far  side  of  30),  the  Boston-based 
band  performed  its  collection  of  greatest  hits  as  if  the 
band  members  were  set  on  cruise  control. 

The  Cars  are  the  leaders  of  the  fast  food  wing  of  the 
New  Wave.  It  has  become  one  of  the  largest  selling 
American  New  Wave  bands  by  developing  a  tightly 
packaged  and  distinctive  sound,  relying  heavily  on 
keyboard  synthesizers,  guitar  effects  and  icy  synthesized 
percussion.  Ocasek's  songs  fall  easily  on  a  listener’s 
ears,  whether  slow  and  dirge-like,  as  in  “Since  You’re 
Gone,”  or  bouncy,  as  in  “My  Best  Friend's  Girl”  or 
“Shake  It  Up.”  Yet  they  were  all  delivered  with  such 
passionless  efficiency — virtual  note-for-note  copies  of 
Cars  records— that,  save  for  a  lack  of  bombastic  indul¬ 
gence,  there  was  little  to  separate  the  Cars  from  other 
jaded  stadium  rockers.  And,  like  most  stadium-rock 
audiences,  the  youthful  Cow  Palace  crowd  reacted  on 
cue:  cheering  all  the  familiar  notes  and  passively  accept¬ 
ing  a  lackluster  performance. 

Nick  Lowe  still  represents  the  quirky  outsider,  cover¬ 
ing  a  broad  stylistic  terrain  with  imagination  and  taste. 
The  Cars,  for  all  the  group’s  supposed  modernism, 
presents  the  New  Wave  as  the  New  Mainstream.  Pop 
music  trends  tend  to  go  in  cycles.  For  this  critic,  at 
least,  it’s  about  time  that  another  wave  swelled  up  to 
wash  away  the  boring  new  farts.  ■

Art  from  arid  climes

SAND  THE  STIMULANT.  By  Jill  Scott,  performed  at  80 
LangtonSt .  SF.Feb  11. 

THE  SEARCH  FOR  ALEXANDER.  At  the  de  Young 
Museum,  Golden  Gate  Park,  SF,  through  May  16, 

Australian-bom  artist  Jill  Scott  constructs 
a  performance  the  way  a  chef  constructs 
a  smorgasbord:  bounteously.  Sand  the 
Stimulant  involves  animals — chameleons, 
crickets  and  birds— seen  and  heard  live, 
aucliotaped,  videotaped  and  amplified.  She  also  dishes 
up  the  sounds  of  curious  machines  with  curiouser 
names  (the  Revolving  Desert  Simulator,  for  example), 
large  percussive  instruments  made  from  pipes,  tubes  and 
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the  like  and  the didgeridoo  (an  aboriginal,  instrument  cre¬ 
ated  from  a  eucalyptus  branch  hollowed  out  by  ants). 

Scott’s  visuals  come  in  the  form  of  videotapes  of 
animals  shown  on  several  monitors,  rear- projected 
slides  of  power  plants  or  mandala-like  abstractions, 
complex  lighting  and  all  the  flora  and  fauna  described 
above.  Quite  a  bit  of  sand  gets  tossed  around,  too.  In 
fact,  the  performing  arena  begins  to  resemble  that 
once-in-a-season  garage  sale  stocked  with  an  embar¬ 
rassment  of  riches.  In  Scott’s  hands,  however,  the 
high-tech  and  the  homemade  coexist  amiably. 

Meanwhile  Scott  performs  a  number  of  activities 
that  activate  this  installation/environment.  She  holds 
two  battery-operated  revolving  discs  on  which  sand 
drops  from  spigots  mounted  above.  She  plays  the 
didgeridoo  and  the  large  bundle  of  pipes.  She  trains  a 
microphone  on  a  plexiglass  tank  full  ol  crickets. 

What  she  does  not  do  is  speak.  Nor  does  she  imple¬ 
ment  any  narrative  or  choreographic  structure.  She  is 
an  artist  interested  in  real  time,  in  the  presentation  of 
experience  rather  than  the  representation  of  illusion. 

Scott’s  early  pieces  in  San  Francisco  involved  the 
creation  of  ambiguous  situations— having  herself  tied 
to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  for  instance —  in  which  she 
would  then  improvise.  The  environments/ambiences 
she’s  creating  now  appear  more  personal  and  less 
social,  but  such  appearances  may  be  deceptive. 

Sand  the  Stimulant  is  a  dreamy,  a-rational,  overly 
sprawling,  archetypal  memory-of-a-piece.  It  also 
yields  what  may  be  the  richest,  most  allusive  ecolog¬ 
ical  message  of  any  performance  I’ve  seen.  This  mes¬ 
sage  is  contained  not  only  in  the  landscape  imagery  it¬ 
self,  but  in  Scott's  recurring  motif  of  circles  and  cycles 
that  seem  to  repeat  endlessly — evoking  timelessness, 
making  me  feel  like  I’m  star-gazing  from  a  sleeping 
bag  stretched  across  some  distant  desert  floor. 

*  *  * 

I  don’t  usually  write  about  enterprises  like  The 
Search  for  Alexander.  They  can  take  care  of  them¬ 
selves— our  ersatz  daily  critics  will  gush  on  about 
them  over  the  course  of  several  columns  while  I  write 
about  living,  even  local,  artists.  Naturally  I  assumed 
Alexander  would  be  another  chip  off  the  old  block¬ 
buster.  Was  I  wrong. 

According  to  Herb  Caen,  Alexander  is  “over-hyped 
and  overrated.”  He  is,  not  surprisingly,  entirely 
wrong,  but  many  seem  to  concur.  (Certain  writers 
may  be  tired  of  Alexander  because  they’ve  received 
not  only  numerous  press  packets  about  the  show  since 
1980,  but  a  free  junket  to  Greece,  courtesy  of  Time- 
Life,  the  exhibition’s  corporate  sponsor.)  In  fact,  Alex¬ 
ander  is  a  stunning  show,  the  best  of  its  kind  to  hit  San 
Francisco  since  The  Splendors  of  Dresden. 

What  may  bother  some  viewers  is  that  there  is  more 
marble  and  bronze  on  view  here  than  gold.  (Some  also 
found  the  Tut  show  too  small  and  golden.)  In  any 
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case,  many  of  these  180  artworks  virtually  set  the 
standard  for  the  way  Western  Civilization  has  come  to 
view  the  human  form.  One  leaves  the  museum  with 
an  impression  of  a  Hellenistic  society  dedicated  to 
beauty  and  power,  pragmatism  and  idealism,  and 
above  all  sensuality.  For  archaeological  splendor  I’m 
recommending  The  Search  for  Alexander  over  Raiders 
of  the  Lost  Ark.  Call  me  old-fashioned.  ■

Unorthodox  patterns 

JULIA  CHEEVER 

NEW  AND  UNUSUAL  MUSIC  AT  THE  GALLERIA. 

Sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Symphony,  Dec.  19,  Jan.  29  and 
Feb.  13, 19  and  26. 

This  year’s  New  and  Unusual  Music  series 
from  the  San  Francisco  Symphony,  like 
last  year’s,  took  something  of  a  scatter-gun 
approach  to  20th  century  music,  serving 
up  an  eclectic  and  sometimes  uneasy  mix¬ 
ture  of  pieces.  The  offerings  ranged  from  Copland’s  safe¬ 
ly  enjoyable  Music  for  the  Theater  of  1 925  to  Boulez’s 
demanding  Tombeau,  an  evening  of  wonderfully  ori¬ 
ginal  music,  movement  and  film  pieces  by  Meredith 
Monk  and  two  keyboard  pieces  by  Los  Angeles  com¬ 
poser  Harold  Budd,  pieces  that  struck  this  listener  as 
cocktail  music  in  avant-garde  clothing.  Within  this 
melange,  it  was  gratifying  that  the  most  impressive 
pieces  of  the  last  two  concerts  were  by  two  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  composers,  Ingram  Marshall  and  John  Adams. 

Adams'  Grand  Pianola  Music,  given  its  world  pre¬ 
miere  on  Feb.  26th,  has  some  elements  in  common 
with  New  York  composer  Philip  Glass'  current  writ¬ 
ing:  its  use  of  repetition,  its  employment  of  wordless 
women’s  voices  as  part  of  the  orchestra  and  its  fearless 
willingness  to  make  beautiful,  bright  sounds  with  tra¬ 
ditional  Western  harmonies.  But  the  piece  also 
showed  Adams’  own  stamp  in  the  faster  changes  of 
pattern  and  key  and  in  variations  in  style,  from  soft 
undulating  sounds  to  rolling  arpeggios,  reminiscent  of 
a  19th-century  piano  concerto. 

As  the  composer  explained  it  in  his  program  notes, 
the  pianola  in  his  title  reflects  his  lack  of  classical 
training  in  the  piano  and  his  appreciation  of  unortho¬ 
dox  influences,  among  them  Glenn  Gould,  Stravinsky 
and  boogie-woogie.  His  orchestra  consisted  of  two 
grand  pianos  set  opposite  each  other  in  the  center  of 
the  stage,  three  women’s  voices,  15  woodwind  and 
brass  instruments  and  percussion.  The  piece  began 
with  a  soft  shimmering  sound  that  gradually  grew 
into  more  varied  melodic  patterns  and  eventually 
moved  into  broad  tonic  chords  and  flourishes  that 
sounded  like  a  friendly  take-off  on  a  Beethoven  piano 
concerto.  Even  these  seemingly  simplistic  passages  sus¬ 
tained  interest  because  of  the  variety  and  vitality  of 
the  orchestration.  In  one  section  toward  the  end  the 
repetition  of  a  melodic  fragment  did  grow  tiring,  but 
the  piece  in  general  was  imaginative,  engrossing  and 
fun. 

Ingram  Marshall’s  Gradual  Requiem  on  Feb.  19th 
was  a  more  meditative  work,  using  electronically 
altered  and  delayed  mandolin,  piano,  voice  and  Bal¬ 
inese  flute  in  a  subtle  and  thoughtful  composition.  It 
was  preceded  by  his  Fog  Tropes  made  up  of  a  quadra¬ 
phonic  tape  of  San  Francisco  Bay  foghorns  and  sea 
sounds  set  against  the  playing  of  a  live  brass  sextet. 
The  combination  of  the  bright  colors  of  the  brass  with 
the  deep  foghorns  was  marvelous,  both  as  a  sound  and 
as  an  evocation  of  a  scene  with  a  musical  overlay. 

Now  that  the  new  music  series  has  completed  its 
second  year,  it’s  time  for  its  symphony  organizers  to 
consider  a  new  location.  The  concerts  have  played  at 
the  Galleria  design  showplace  at  101  Henry  Adams  St. 
both  years  and  the  Galleria  is  even  part  of  the  series’ 
official  title.  But  a  strike-forced  move  to  the  Japan 
Center  Theater  for  the  Feb.  19th  and  26th  concerts 
pointed  up  the  deficiencies  of  the  Galleria,  where  a 
cavernous  interior  forces  listeners  to  sit  either  in  a  floor 
section  with  a  poor  view  or  in  three  upper  galleries  far 
removed  from  the  performers.  In  contrast,  the  Japan 
Center  Theater  had  better  acoustics,  better  sight  lines 
and  a  more  intimate  atmosphere,  as  well  as  easier  ac¬ 
cess  by  public  transportation.  Whether  or  not  the 
Japan  Center  Theater  is  the  right  choice,  a  change 
seems  in  order.  I

one  instance  blocked  even 
the  introduction  of  impor¬ 
tant  legislation.  Although 
Britt  and  Walker  have  re¬ 
peatedly  said  the  imposition 
of  rent  control  on  vacated 
apartments  is  the  single  most 
important  step  that  needs  to 
be  taken  to  keep  rents  at  rea¬ 
sonable  levels,  neither  super¬ 
visor  has  bothered  even  to  in¬ 
troduce  an  amendment  to  cre¬ 
ate  vacancy  control,  so  sure 
are  they  of  a  Feinstein  veto. 

Calvin  Welch,  a  longtime 
board  observer,  observes,  “No 
one  in  town  has  six  votes  on 
any  given  issue  —  not  the 
mayor,  not  labor,  not  the 
neighborhoods  and  not  down¬ 
town.  Nobody.” 

Although  the  mayor  can¬ 


not  exercise  strong  control 
in  getting  legislation  through 
the  board,  she  can  successful¬ 
ly  block  measures  she  oppos¬ 
es.  And  Feinstein  owes  her 
election  as  mayor  to  the  mon¬ 
ied  forces  of  downtown  de¬ 
velopers  and  big  businesses  — 
an  allegiance  she  has  main¬ 
tained  and  fostered  over  the 
last  two  years.  The  net  result: 
with  the  current  board,  down¬ 
town  cannot  get  everything 
it  wants,  but  it  can  success¬ 
fully  block,  legislation  it  op¬ 
poses.

tions  become  even  more  firm¬ 
ly  entrenched,  the  power  of 
the  large  downtown  cam¬ 
paign  contributions  will  gra¬ 
dually  sculpt  a  board  more 
responsive  to  big  business  and 
development  interests.  A  suc¬ 


cessful  campaign  for  election 
as  an  at-large  supervisor  now 
costs  more  than  $100,000. 
Such  large  sums  of  money 
are  not  easily  raised  from 
community  and  neighbor¬ 
hood  sources.  And  downtown 
is  nothing  if  not  clear  —  it 
will  provide  campaign  funds' 
to  those  candidates  who  will 
toe  the  line. 


Five  supervisors  are  up  for 
re-election  in  November  1982. 
Of  the  five,  Dolson  and  Nel- 
der  are  considered  firmly  in 
the  downtown  camp.  They 
will  receive  substantial  chunks 
of  downtown  money.  The 
other  three  will  be  under 
heavy  pressure  to  shift  their 
positions  to  make  themselves 
more  attractive  to  sources  of 


major  contributions. 

To  combat  these  pressures, 
progressive  and  neighborhood 
activists  are  trying  to  create  a 
center-left  slate,  to  offer  San 
Francisco  voters  a  clear  al¬ 
ternative  to  the  current  drift 
downtown-ward.  Walker  and 
Ward  will  be  on  that  slate;  so 
will  CED  activist  and  Demo¬ 
cratic  Party  official  Jack  Tru¬ 


jillo.  One  of  the  other  two  slots 
is  earmarked  for  an  Asian 
candidate;  the  other  is  still  up 
in  the  air.  At  one  point,  Hon- 
gisto  was  the  obvious  choice. 
Now  it's  unclear  whether  he'll 
be  included. 

The  slate  is  at  best  a  stop¬ 
gap  measure,  though.  Good 
intentions  and  hard  work  are 
unlikely  to  be  enough  to  coun¬ 


terbalance  the  power  of  down¬ 
town  money  in  an  at-large 
election.  The  political  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Supervi¬ 
sors  is  unlikely  to  be  reversed 
until  progressives  and  neigh- 
borhcxxl  activists  swallow  the 
bitter  pill  and  once  again  gear 
up  for  the  hard  fight  to  once 
again  establish  the  district 
election  of  supervisors.  ■
